The  Committee  elected  to  complete  the  Burchinal  Genealogy 
has  done  its  best.  Some  have  not  responded  with  answers  to  the 
questionaires  sent  them ;  still  a  few  responded  too  late  to  include. 
Many  have  changed  their  residence  without  notice  to  the  sec¬ 
retary.  These  facts  will  account  for  any  part  of  the  records  not 
being  brought  to  date. 
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To  The  Late  John  L.  Gans  who  so  ably  compiled  this  manuscript  the  clan 
owes  a  debt  of  gratitude.  His  untiring  efforts  to  get  information  from  the 
descendants  can  only  be  appreciated,  when  others  attempt  to  follow  on. 

No  better  tribute  can  be  expressed  than  penned  by  associates  of  the  news¬ 
paper  which  Mr.  Gans  so  well  edited  for  many  years: 

JOHN  L.  GANS  AS  WE  KNEW  HIM 


“He  met  the  opportunities  and  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  life  in  a  great  way.  He 
made  for  himself  in  the  hearts  of  men  a 
place  that  will  live  forever.  And  now  he 
has  gone  to  that  eternal  gift  (immor¬ 
tality)  to  live  in  the  heart  of  God  for¬ 
ever.” 

These  words  of  his  pastor,  Merrill  L. 
Cadwell,  spoken  at  the  funeral  service 
Wednesday  afternoon,  would  have  been 
appreciated  by  J  ohn  L.  Gans  more  than 
anything  else  that  might  have  been 
said  of  him.  They  conveyed  his  ideal 
of  a  task  well  performed. 

For  if  Captain  Gans  was  anything 
he  was  sincere,  conscientious  in  every¬ 
thing  he  undertook,  often  to  his  detri¬ 
ment.  His  was  a  life  of  service  above 
self  fully  exemplified.  No  one  outside 
his  family  more  fully  realized  these 
traits  of  character  than  his  associates 
on  the  newspaper  of  which  he  for  more 
than  a  score  of  years  was  the  managing 
editor  —  The  Courier. 

Three  outstanding  loves  dominated 
the  life  of  Captain  Gans,  in  his  latter 
years  at  least  —  that  is  in  the  years 
we  knew  him  intimately;  His  home, 
his  church,  his  newspaper. 

Home  ties  were  to  him  sacred  things, 
never  to  be  lightly  severed.  There  was 
a  deep  and  abiding  love  for  his  wife  and 
children.  The  greatest  sorrow  of  his 
life  was  the  untimely  death  of  his 
daughter,  Catherine,  in  1921.  It  is 
doubtful  if  he  ever  fully  recovered  from 
the  blow. 

In  his  fidelity  to  his  church  —  the 
Christian  —  of  whose  official  board  he 
was  a  member  for  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  he  gave  of  his  time  and 
energy  without  stint.  For  many  years 
chairman  of  the  board,  he  regularly 
presided  at  its  meetings  under  physi¬ 
cal  handicaps  that  would  have  deterred 
a  less  devoted  one.  It  was  here  his  deep 
religious  convictions  triumphed. 

College  and  university  educated  and 
schooled  in  a  practical  way  in  the  in¬ 
dustry  of  the  region,  he  came  to  The 
Courier  with  a  knowledge  that  made 
him  an  outstanding  asset  of  this  enter¬ 
prise.  For  a  time  associated  with  the 
late  Henry  P.  Snyder,  the  founder  and 
editor  of  the  paper,  in  the  compilation 


of  statistics  of  the  coke  trade,  he  con¬ 
tinued  that  work  after  the  death  of  his 
chief  in  a  way  that  held  for  the  paper 
its  nationally  recognized  place  as  an  au¬ 
thority  on  things  pertaining  to  the  coke 
and  the  bituminous  mining  industry  in 
general. 

Like  his  predecessor,  his  editorials 
were  widely  read  and  oftentimes  quoted. 
In  more  recent  years,  with  the  passing 
of  the  beehive  coke  industry  and  the 
abandonment  of  statistics  pertaining 
thereto,  he  found  more  time  to  devote 
to  his  editorial  columns.  He  was  a  writ¬ 
er  of  the  old  school,  methodical,  precise, 
a  deep  student,  with  a  facility  for  keen 
analysis  that  made  him  the  peer  of 
any  in  his  profession  in  Western  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  During  the  more  than  20 
years  he  was  editor  of  The  Courier  not 
a  line  written  by  other  than  himself 
found  its  way  into  the  editorial  col¬ 
umns.  He  was  the  editor. 

But  by  no  means  was  Captain  Gans’ 
attention  devoted  wholly  to  home, 
church  and  newspaper.  He  found  time 
for  numerous  civic  and  welfare  activ- 
ites,  of  which  he  was  always  a  hearty 
supporter,  as  an  individual  and  through 
the  newspaper. 

To  know  Captain  Gans,  even  casu¬ 
ally,  was  to  respect  him;  to  be  closely 
associated  with  him  was  to  love  him 
for  his  kindly  manner  and  his  consider¬ 
ation  for  those  about  him.  It  will  be  a 
long  time  before  memory  of  employes 
under  him  in  the  news  room  fades.  It 
seems  now  we  can  hear  his  cheery 
greeting  each  morning  as  he  made  his 
way  into  the  office:  “Good  morning, 
John;  Good  morning,  Miss  Kincell; 
Good  morning  Martha;  Good  morning, 
James;  Good  morning,  Walter.”  Never 
enmasse.  Always  individually,  with  the 
same  hearty  response  from  each.  We 
are  speaking  of  the  news  room  because 
it  was  here  for  twenty  or  more  years 
most  of  us  were  almost  daily  in  con¬ 
tact  with  him.  The  same  greeting  was 
extended  to  employes  in  other  depart¬ 
ments  as  he  passed  along,  on  crutch 
and  cane. 

To  the  ones  who  worked  with  him 
from  day  to  day  there  is  added  sadness 
because  of  the  fact  that  from  the  after- 


noon  (November  5)  that  he  walked 
from  the  office  with  no  indication  that 
he  was  feeling  worse  than  usual  not 
one  but  our  general  manager,  J.  J. 
Driscoll,  ever  saw  him  in  life  again. 
Almost  immediately  his  condition  be¬ 
came  so  serious  that  even  close  friends 
were  barred  from  his  sick  room. 

We  return  to  the  last  rites  for  our 
dead  chief  and  friend: 

“All  these  voices  (Rev.  Cadwell  was 
speaking  of  the  voices  that  have  been 
heard  since  Captain  Gans’  death  — 
that  was  the  ministers’  eulogy  theme) 
have  been  saying  the  last  few  days 
that  they  loved  him  for  the  great  char¬ 


acter  that  he  was.  Because  we  knew 
him  our  lives  have  been  made  richer. 
Individually  and  personally  he  has 
made  a  mighty  contribution  to  us  be¬ 
cause  of  the  qualities  which  marked 
him  as  a  leader  among  men.” 

Truly  Captain  Gans  took  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  offered  —  as  his 
minister  said  —  to  enrich  his  own  life 
and  the  lives  of  those  about  him.  That’s 
service.  Truly  his  was  a  great  soul. 
Truly  he  was  a  Christian  gentleman  of 
the  highest  type.  The  community  he 
called  home  and  the  wide  area  he 
reached  through  his  daily  writings  lose 
heavily  by  his  passing. 
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EXPLANATION. 


The  Capital  Letters,  both  bold  and  light  face,  following  the  Arabic  num¬ 
erals  in  the  left-hand  margin  of  the  pages,  indicate  the  Generation,  begin¬ 
ning  with  Jeremiah  (1A)  Burchinal,  The  Planter  of  “Mt.  Harmon,”  Kent 
County,  Maryland. 

A  being  1st  Generation;  B,  2nd;  C,  3rd;  D ,  4th;  E ,  5th;  F,  6th;  G,  7th; 
H.  8th;  /,  9th;  J,  10th,  etc. 

The  Christian  Names  in  parentheses  and  italics,  following  names  of  heads 
of  families  in  each  family  group,  show  the  Order  of  Descent  and  Genera¬ 
tion  from  Jeremiah  (1^4) . 

The  Arabic  numerals  in  the  left-hand  margin  give  the  serial  order  of  the 
name  following.  When  these  numerals  are  preceded  by  a  star  (#)  it  shows 
that  the  name  following  appears  later  as  the  head  of  a  family. 

The  Roman  numerals  at  left  of  names  of  children  in  a  family  group  give 
their  order  according  to  dates  of  birth. 
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ORIGIN  OF  FAMILY. 

The  following  was  written  by  Charles  H.  Burchenal  of  Richmond, 
Ind.,  August  21,  1894,  from  data  collected  by  him  during  an  inquiry 

into  the  origin  of  the  Burchinal  Family: 

“The  tradition  is  that  the  Burchinal  family  originated  in  Normandy, 
France,  and  that  one  or  more  of  the  name  went  to  England  at  the  time 
of  the  Conquest  by  William  I,  and  there  remained.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  find  any  trace  of  them  in  England,  tho  no  thorough  search  has  ever  been 
made  there  so  far  as  I  know.  I  have  been  informed  that  the  names,  or  some¬ 
thing  very  similar,  still  exists  in  Normandy. 

“The  tradition  further  is,  that  one  or  more  of  them  came  to  America 
with  Lord  Baltimore’s  colony,  and  settled  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland. 

“The  first  of  the  names  of  whom  I  have  any  authentic  information  is 
‘Jeremiah  Burchenal,’  born  in  1690.  His  wife  Ann  Burchenal  died  May  4, 
1741,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  Shrewsbury  Parish,  Kent  Co.,  Md. 

“The  records  at  Chestertown,  Md.,  show  a  grant  by  Henry  and  William 
Thomas  to  ‘Jeremiah  Burchnal,  planter,’  August  22,  1740,  for  a  tract  of 
land  called  ‘Mt.  Harmon.’  He  had  four  sons  —  Jeremiah  Luther,  Joseph, 
William  and  Thomas. 

“Jeremiah  Luther  was  born  Mar.  27,  1736,  as  shown  by  the  records  of 
Schewsbury  Parish,  and  his  will  (proved  Dec.  23,  1793) ,  is  on  record  at 
Chestertown,  his  name  being  spelled  “Burchinell.’  From  him  are  descended 
the  families  now  living  in  Western  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia,  and 
some  of  them  in  Iowa.  These  all  seem  to  spell  the  name  ‘Burchinal.’ 

“Joseph  (born  1738)  removed  to  Delaware  in  1760  or  1770.  He  spelled 
the  name  ‘Burchenal.’  From  him  are  descended  the  families  now  living 
in  Delaware  and  Maryland  and  in  Indiana.  The  Maryland  branch  of  the 
family  spell  the  name  ‘Burchinal’  and  the  others  spell  it  ‘Burchenal.’ 

“William,  from  whom  you  are  descended  (the  person  to  whom  this  com¬ 
munication  was  addressed)  born  about  1740,  died  in  1804.  His  will  (proved 
Nov.  20,  1804)  is  on  record  at  Chestertown,  in  which  he  makes  a  bequest 
to  his  son  James  of  certain  lands  in  Delaware,  and  in  Monogahela  Co., 
Va.,  and  also  a  claim  against  his  brother  Thomas.  He  spells  the  name 
“Burchinell.’  You  no  doubt  have  the  records  of  this  branch  of  the  family. 
Your  father  gave  me  a  copy  of  it  in  1870. 

“Of  Thomas  we  have  no  further  record;  it  is  understood,  however,  that 
he  served  in  the  Maryland  Militia  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

“There  is  also  reason  to  believe,  from  family  traditions,  that  members  of 
the  family  did  good  service  for  their  country  in  the  War  of  1812;  tho  so 
far  as  I  know  no  search  has  ever  been  made  for  the  records  of  Military 
Service. 

“I  have  a  pretty  complete  list  of  the  descendants  of  the  brothers,  Jeremiah 
Luther,  Joseph  and  William,  and  have  had  in  contemplation  the  making  of 
a  ‘family  tree,’  but  never  completed  it  in  shape  for  printing. 

“I  shall  be  very  glad  to  receive  from  any  member  of  the  family,  any  infor¬ 
mation  which  will  enable  me  to  make  the  record  more  complete;  and  when 
it  is  done,  I  will  be  pleased  to  furnish  copies  to  all  who  may  be  interested.

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ANTIQUITY  AND  MEANING  OF  FAMILY  NAME. 

William  Kendall  Burchinell,  (— ),  great-great-grandson  of  Jeremiah, 
“The  Planter  of  Mt.  Harmon,”  in  the  William-William-Thomas  line, 
spent  considerable  time  in  his  later  years  in  making  researches  in  the 
family  history.  In  this  work  he  engaged  the  services  of  Henry  Dudly 
Tutor  of  New  York  City,  who  submitted  the  following  report  of  his 
investigation: 

“Hon  Wm.  K.  Burchinell, 

Denver,  Col. 

“My  Dear  Sir: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  concerning  the  antiquity 
of  the  Burchinell  Family.  The  works  from  which  these  notes  were  taken  are 
printed  in  Norman-French  and  Latin.  They  are  very  difficult  to  under¬ 
stand,  or  rather  to  translate,  and  I  therefore  will  not  give  all  that  has  come 
under  my  observation,  but  brief  extracts;  enough  to  show,  however,  the  fact 
of  the  remarkably  ancient  and  distinguished  origin  of  your  name  and 
family. 

“The  old  Norman  Rolls,  which  I  have  consulted,  contain  the  following 
different  spellings  of  your  name,  as  far  back  as  the  11th,  12th  and  13th 
centuries: 

Borguongnel  Borgoignel 

Bourgnergnel  Burgonelli 

Bourguignol  Burgonnel 

Bourgonnel  Burgionell 

“Your  name,  as  at  present  spelled,  is  but  a  phonetic  variation  of  the 
above. 

“The  origin  and  meaning  of  the  surname  Burchinal  may  be  found  in  the 
following  passage  from  the  Tsaite  De  La  Nobless  de  Normandia,’  or 
treatises  upon  the  Noble  Famalies  of  Normandy,  in  which  occurs  the  name 
of  Dominus  Guillelmus  Buorgoinel,  Miles,  Crusader,  Anno  Domini  1214, 
under  Philip  Augustus: 

“  ‘Salade  est  un  habillement  de  tete  que  portaient  les  chevaux  legers  qui 
differs  du  casque,  en  cequi  il  n’s  pointe  de  Crete  et  n’est  presque  qui  un  sim¬ 
ple  Pot;  on  l’a  acessi  spells  Bourguignole.’ 

Translation : 

“Salade  is  an  obsolete  word  for  a  head  cover  which  chevaliers  easily  car¬ 
ried.  It  differs  from  the  modern  helmet  or  casque,  in  not  terminating  in 
a  crest;  but  is  more  like  a  simple  cap  made  of  iron  net  work.  Salade  was 
also  called  Bourguignole. 

“Hence,  Burchinell  means  that  part  of  a  coat-of-arms  which  covered  the 
head  —  a  salade.  Haubergeon  (or  hauberk)  was  the  covering  for  the  body. 
Haubergeon-nel  (the  diminutive)  meant  a  small  haubergeon  used  to  cover 
the  head  only.  It  was  a  cap  of  mail.  When  worn  by  the  knights’  followers,  it 
was  called  a  Morion.  The  Burchinells  (using  the  present  form  of  the  name) 
were  ‘Seigneurs  de  Cleville,’  or  Lords  of  Cleville,  a  town  in  Normandy  near 
the  British  Channel. 

“  ‘En  Octobre,  A.D.  1257,  Guillaume  Brogegnel,  Chevalier,  conceda  aux 
Templiers  quatre  praves  de  terre.’  That  is  to  say,  William  Borgenal,  Cheva¬ 
lier,  gave  four  pieces  of  land  to  two  Templars. 

This  deed  was  signed  at  ‘la  parvisse  de  Cleville’  —  the  parish  ofCleville, 
May,  1271.  This  Guillaume  Borgegnal,  Seigneur  of  Cleville,  signed  this  old 
deed  of  gift  to  the  Crusaders,  and  attached  his  seal  in  wax,  impressed  with 
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his  Coat  of  Arms,  having  ‘pour  legende’  on  for  his  motto: 

'...rguinel,  Melite.* 

The  first  two  letters,  ‘B  U  ’  have  been  obliaterated  by  the  hand  of  time  — 
of  the  centuries.  But  there  is  a  gleam  afforded  of  the  old  Chevalier’s  lofty, 
knightly  pride  in  his  name  and  Crusader  profession  in  affixing  his  auto¬ 
graph  to  this  old  parchment. 

“Borguinel,  Knight.” 

He  could  write  —  many  a  knight  could  not.  But  now  comes  the  most 
important  facts.  The  historian  says  of  Guillaume  Borgnegnel,  Chevalier: 

“Ce  personnage  appartenant  a  une  familie  qui  forurint  plusieurs  officiers 
a  Philippe-Auguste  et  Saint  Louis  en  A.D.  1194,  le  premier  ae  ces  vois 
qualifie  Guillaume  Burgonnel  de  Son  Marachel.” 

That  is  to  say,  “this  personage  belonged  to  a  family  which  furnished 
many  officers  to  King  Philip  Augustus  and  St.  Louis,  and  the  first  to  qualify 
was  William  Bourgonel,  his  marshal.” 

“En  1211  et  donna  la  terre  di  Cleville,  a  Guillaume  Burgonnel,  son 
sergeant;  et  en  1214  in  terre  d’  Amauri  de  landes  a  Thomas  Burgonnel,  son 
echason.” 

That  is  to  say:  “In  1211  the  King  gave  the  land  of  Cleville  to  William 
Burgonnel,  his  sergeant;  and  in  1214  he  gave  land  in  Amauri  to  Thomas 
Burgonnel,  his  cup-bearer.” 

“Jean  Bourgonnel  es  un  chamberlain  bien  connande  Saint  Louis.”  .  .  . 
“ohn  Bourgonnel  was  the  highly  favored  chamberlain  of  Saint  Louis.” 

“Ce  ne  ’est  sans  douts  pas  le  none  que  Jean  le  Bourgognel,  Espier,  Seig¬ 
neur  de  Cleville,  cite  en  1303  dans  Grand  Cartul  de  Saint  Teniun,”  etc.  — 
This  is  without  doubt  the  same  John  Bourgognel,  a  witness  in  1303  to  the 
Grand  Charter  of  Saint  Taurin.  In  the  same  year  he  is  mentioned  as 
Johannes  Bourgueignel  de  Cleville. 

As  I  have  said  before  there  is  much  more  that  could  be  dug  up,  by  way 
of  family  history,  if  you  felt  like  spending  some  money  in  this  direction. 
There  never  was  a  better  foundation  for  a  Coat  of  Arms  than  may  be 
deciphered  from  that  old  seal,  which  preserved  in  wax  the  characters  on 
on  Chevalier  Burchinell’s  shield,  clearly  indicating  that  he  was  Crusader, 
a  Knight  Templar,  and  a  most  becoming  ancestor,  for  your  love  for  that 
institution  and  distinction  in  it,  is  the  undoubted  result  of  characteristics 
that  have  come  down  to  you  through  the  centuries,  from  your  Crusader 
forefathers. 

If  you  will  entertain  a  proposition  to  reproduce  this  Coat  of  Arms  in 
colors  large  enough  for  a  home-picture  —  the  rarest  and  most  authentic 
illustration  of  your  ancient  family  history  that  can  be  imagined  —  I  will 
have  it  done  for  you  for  fifty  dollars. 

I  hope  to  reveal  something  concerning  the  Burchinells  of  Maryland  and 
Penna.  before  long. 

Have  settled  down  to  business  permanently  here  and  will  persevere  in 
your  work. 

Kindly  let  me  hear  from  you.

WHO  DECEASED  THE  19TH  OF  NOVEMBER,  1793. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Jeremiah  Burchinell  of  Kent  County,  Md., 
being  in  health  of  Body  and  of  sound  mind  and  disposing  mind,  Memory 
and  understanding,  Considering  the  certainty  of  Death  and  uncertainty 
of  the  time  thereof,  and  being  desirous  of  Settling  my  worldly  affairs  in 
order  to  be  better  prepared  to  leave  this  world  —  when  it  shall  please  God  to 
call  me,  I  do  therefore  make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament 
in  the  following  form  that  is  to  say  First  I  commit  my  Soul  into  the  hands 
of  Almighty  God,  and  my  Body  to  the  Earth,  to  be  buried  at  the  descretion 
of  my  Son  William  Burchinell  —  Item  —  I  Give  and  Bequeath  unto  to  my 
Son  William  Burchinell  and  Sarah  Burchinell  and  Sarah  Burchinell  all  my 
right  and  Title  to  the  time  of  Sam  Butler,  to  be  divided  as  follows,  two- 
thirds  of  the  profit  of  the  afsd  William  and  the  remaining  third  to  the 
aforesaid  Sarah.  —  Item  —  I  Give  and  Bequeath  unto  my  Grand  Daughter 
Elizabeth  Burchinal  my  Bed,  bedstead  and  furniture  to  her,  her  Heirs  for¬ 
ever,  the  said  William’s  Daughter.  —  Item —  I  Give  and  Bequeath  unto  my 
Grand  Son  William  Meredith  my  pair  of  Stilyards  to  him  at  the  age  of 
Twenty  one  years  of  age. 

Item,  I  do  further  give  and  Bequeath  unto  my  son  William  Burchinell  all 
the  remaining  part  of  my  real  and  personal  Estate  to  Him,  his  Heirs  and 
Assigns  forever. 

Test,  signed,  sealed  8c  delivered  in  the 

presence  of  us  his 

Thos.  Edwards  Jeremiah  X  Burchinell 

John  Edwards  Benj.  Edwards  mark 


(State  of  Maryland,  Kent  County  to  Wit)  December  23,  1793,  There  came 
John  Edwards  and  Benjamin  Edwards,  two  of  the  subscribing  witnesses 
to  the  aforegoing  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Jeremiah  Burchinell,  late 
Kent  Co.,  dec’d ,  and  made  Oath  on  the  Holy  Evangels  of  Almighty  God, 
that  they  did  see  the  Testator  herein  named  Sign  8c  Seal  and  they  heard 
him  publish,  pronounce  and  declare  the  same  to  be  his  last  Will  and 
Testament.  —  that  at  the  time  of  his  so  doing,  he  was  to  the  best  of  their 
apprehension  of  sound  and  disposing  mind,  Memory  and  Understanding, 
and  that  Thomas  Edwards,  the  other  subscribing  witness  was  present  at 
the  same  time  and  signed  his  name  as  a  Witness  to  this  Will  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  and  at  the  request  of  the  Testator,  and  in  the  presence  of  each  other.

NOTES  AS  TO  LAND  SALES,  ETC. 


Joseph  Burchinal  was  a  resident  of  Kent  Co.,  Md.,  according  to  deed 
March  29,  1779.  He  died  in  1794  or  previous.  (Probably  lived  and  died  in 
Maryland.) 

J.  L.  Burchinal  bought  land  in  May  1785,  Oct.  1787,  Nov.  1789.  He  sold 
tract  in  Va.  to  William  Burchinal,  July  1790.  His  name  does  not  appeal' 
on  records  after  1790.  He  resided  in  Delaware  at  time  of  purchases  and  sales. 

William  Burchinal’s  name  appears  in  our  Del.  records  July  29,  1790, 
when  he  purchased  from  Jere.  L.  B.  He  lived  and  died  in  Kent  Co.,  Md. 
—  made  his  will  Oct.  7,  1804.

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JOURNAL  OF  JEREMIAH  LUTHER  BURCHINAL  ON  HIS  FIRST 
JOURNEY  TO  SPRINGHILL  TOWNSHIP. 

Jeremiah  Luther  Burchinal  made  what  is  presumed  to  have  been  his 
first  journey  to  Springhill  Township,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the 
spring  of  1786.  He  recorded  the  incidents  of  the  trip  in  a  book  which  bore 
the  designation,  “Joseph  Burchinal’ s  Memorandum  Book ,  April  18,  1786- 
For  Jeremiah  Luther  Burchinal,  Blacksmith.” 

It  also  contained  the  memorandum:  “John  Burchinal,  son  of  Joseph  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  born  December  16,  1770.” 

Whether  or  no  another  notation  was  intended  as  instructions  to  Jeremiah 
on  his  trip  is  not  apparent,  but  immediately  preceding  the  diary  proper 
is  the  following: 

“How  anvils  and  vises  sell  —  whether  and  iron  ore  is  to  be  had,  and 

where.” 

There  is,  however,  no  reference  to  these  instructions  in  the  journal,  which 
is  as  follows: 

“Monday,  April  24,  1786.  Went  from  home  —  misty  day.  Lodged  that  night 
Aquott’s  Page’s. 

“25th.  Disappointed  in  crossing  the  Bay.  Lodged  at  Wm.  Burchinal’s  —  that  oeing 
a  misty,  showery  day  after  the  morning  which  was  very  beautiful. 

“26th.  Crossed  Chesapeake  Bay.  Lodged  at  John  Denning’s. 

“27th.  Went  through  Baltimore  Town,  bought  cheese  at  14  th  and  lodged  at  Elo- 
quot’s  Town.  (Ellicotts). 

“28th.  Travelled  through  poor  sand  all  day.  Lodged  at  Frederick  Town  at  Capt. 
Moiser  Tavern  —  nephew  to  Col.  West. 

“29th.  Travelled  over  two  mountains,  through  very  broken  and  stony  ground. 

Stop’t  night  on  Ringold  Manner  at  Mr.  Cornelius  Coneway’s. 

“30th.  Trav’ld  none  but  three  miles.  Lodged  at  Mr.  John  Lugan’s  Cuniogojigy; 
good  lands  of  which  John  Dugan  told  me  had  400  odd  bu.  of  wheat  off  12 
acres  one  crop,  and  the  next  year  tended  fallow  in  the  same  field,  which 
this  12  acres  was  in,  and  being  a  very  wet  season,  the  volunteer  wheat  came 
on  said  12  acres,  which  brought  him  243  bushel  of  good  clean  wheat. 

(The  next  day  appears  as  “April  1”  which  was  evidently  intended  to  be 
May  1,  but  the  writer  carried  the  error  through  the  remainder  of  the 
journal.) 

“April  1.  Travelled  up  Potomac  through  good  lands  that  narrow  along  the  river. 
“April  2.  Very  mountainous  and  broken  lands,  still  up  river. 

“April  3.  Nothing  very  material;  still  travel  up  the  river  through  broken,  stony 
lands;  very  hilly. 

“April  4.  Crossed  Georges  creek  and  the  mouth  of  Savage,  then,  leaving  the 
Potomac,  crossed  to  the  Green  Glades. 

“April  5.  Crossing  the  Green  Glades,  which  is  level,  but  after  crossing  the  Glades, 
came  over  several  high  hills,  came  to  my  brother’s. 

“April  6.  Being  very  tired  I  rested.  Only  at  times  walked  out  and  viewed  my 
brother’s  land. 

“April  7.  It  being  Sunday  rested,  only  rode  to  see  one  of  the  neighbors,  by  name 
Thomas  Butler,  and  stayed  there  that  night  —  he  lived  on  the  mouth  of 
Roaring  Creek,  which  empties  into  Cheat  River,  which  is  about  100  yards 
wide  and  that  place,  and  for  twenty  miles  belo,v  is  very  rocky,  then  nav¬ 
igable  down  to  Fort  Pitt. 

“April  8.  Went  to  see  Mrs.  Jos.  Galloway’s  land  which  is  very  rich  and  pretty 
hilly,  but  the  way  we  went  to  it  was  extraordinary  bad,  and  coming  back 
worse. 

“April  9.  Left  my  brother’s,  went  to  a  road  which  leaves  Braddock  road  at 
Joseph  Mountain's,  leads  to  Morgantown.  Lodged  at  Mr.  Jas.  McDolames, 
s.  m.  Sandy  Creek  Settlement. 

“April  10.  Went  to  look  at  a  place,  lying  on  Sandy  Creek,  belonging  to  Mrs.  Jos. 
Donwoody  —  said  to  contain  800  acres,  which  was  said  to  be  good  land, 
the  upland  timber  white  oak,  the  bottom  chiefly  wild  cherry  and  crabtree. 
Then  crossing  Lorrell  Hill,  lodged  at  Mr.  Charles  Griffen’s. 
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“April  11.  Coming  up  a  gust  of  rain  in  the  morning  made  me  late  before  we 
started;  went  to  Mr.  Jonathan  (Smith,  Rease)  a  man  who  moved  from 
the  Delaware  State,  now  lives  in  red  stone  (or  store)  in  Hardin  Settlement 
on  Georges  Creek,  Pa.,  who  told  us  if  we  would  tarry  till  the  next  day, 
he  would  ride  with  us  and  show  us  some  land,  which  was  to  be  sold,  which 
we  did. 

“April  12.  Rode  out  with  Mr.  Pease  to  see  the  lands  which  we  looked  upon  to  be 
very  good,  but  pretty  dear  —  the  price  in  common  for  the  first  rate  lands 
according  to  improvement  about  a  guinea,  or  40  shillings. 

“April  13.  Tarried  at  Mr.  Peases  —  went  to  see  an  old  acquaintances  Wm.  Pat¬ 
terson,  who  married  Sally  Day. 

“April  14.  Being  Sunday,  went  to  the  Baptist  meeting  —  there  saw  the  burying 
ground  where  Peter  Dees  (or  Dils)  was  interred. 

“April  15.  Took  a  circle  down  toward  the  Monogahela,  where  I  saw  a  great  deal 
of  very  rich  lands  but  chiefly  hilly  about  the  river.  The  weather  being 
showery. 

“April  16.  Returned  to  Mr.  Griffin's  in  order  to  set  off  next  morning  home.  The 
morning  being  wet. 

“April  17.  Being  rainy,  but  clearing  up  in  the  afternoon,  went  and  got  our  horse’s 
shoes  moved. 

“April  18.  Set  out  and  reached  the  Crossing,  though  it  rained  chief  part  of  the 
day.  30  mi. 

“April  19.  Trav’ld  by  Tumbleston’s.  Lodged  at  Tittle’s,  raining  still  or  kind  of 
dropping  weather.  30  mi. 

“April  20.  Came  by  Cumberland,  then  to  Chas.  Prater’s  near  Old  Town,  hindered 
by  rain.  15  mi. 

“April  21.  Sunday,  trav’ld  by  Old  Town  and  to  Hancock  Town,  rained  some. 
Lodged  at  McFarren’s  36  mi. 

“April  22.  Travelled  through  Hagerstown.  Lodged  at  the  head  of  Antietam  Cr. 
Misty,  dark  weather.  36  mi. 

“April  23.  T/rav’ld  over  the  South  Mt.  Lodged  at  Gaddises’. 

“April  24.  Trav’ld  by  Abetstown  to  near  Little  York. 

“April  25.  Trav’ld  through  York  by  the  Progue  Tavern,  and  down  to  Peach  Bot¬ 
tom.  Rainy  most  part  of  the  way. 

“April  26.  Lying  by  for  the  rain.  Can’t  get  over  till  the  afternoon;  crossing, 
lodged  at  Mr.  Jno.  Jeunal. 

“April  27.  Stopped  with  rain  till  after  breakfast.  Lodged  at  Dr.  Mitchel’s,  Lit¬ 
tle  Elk. 

“April  28.  Travelled  after  the  storm.  Lodged  at  Blackbird. 

“April  29.  Being  fair  morning  reach’t  home.” 


(Concerning  the  foregoing  Miss  Ella  F.  Burchinal,  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
written  as  follows: 

“I  am  sorry  I  cannot  tell  you  where  the  original  Diary  of  Jeremiah 
Luther  Burchinal  can  be  found.  My  brother  Oliver  copied  the  Diary  from 
one  in  the  possession  of  James  Anderson  Burchinal,  which  may  have  been 
the  original,  but  I  really  do  not  know  whether  it  was  the  original  copy  or 
not.) 
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(Address  on  envelope  to  his  father:  Mr.  William  Burchinell,  Sr.,  Mill 
Pond  Neck.) 

I  am  at  home  in  Candiocheague,  Wash.  Co. 

Honored  Father: 

This  comes  to  let  you  know  that  I  got  safe  home  on  Sunday  night  and 
found  my  family  well,  but  Betsy  said  she  was  taken  (sick) ,  with  a  pain  in 
her  back  the  Thursday  after  I  left  home,  and  was  so  bad  that  she  could 
hardly  sit  up  for  two  weeks.  —  that  she  could  scarcely  sit  up  and  cook 
anything  for  herself,  and  the  girl  disappointed  her,  and  she  had  to  stay 
alone  most  of  the  time.  We  are  all  in  good  health  at  the  present. 

I  see  my  hogs  are  fat  enough  to  kill,  without  any  corn.  The  horse  I  told 
you  of,  is  sold.  I  am  about  to  raise  a  school  for  this  winter  season  and  if 
I  can  in  the  spring  I  intend  to  come  in.  I  wish  you  to  try  if  Jones  will  buy 
the  land  he  talked  of,  and  send  me  word  out  by  Thomas  Edwards,  and 
if  Jones  does  buy,  try  Reed  if  he  will  give  me  his  land  on  Big  Beaver  for 
the  horse,  unless  you  can  sell  the  whole  of  it  —  for  since  I  have  got  home 
and  find  such  change  in  my  health,  nothing  can  induce  me  to  think  of 
coming  to  live  in  that  country. 

I  can’t  for  my  part  say  anything  what  would  be  best  for  you  to  do  respect¬ 
ing  of  your  buying  Osbron’s  land.  I  agree  it  is  a  cheap  bargain  enough, 
but  I  could  not  think  of  settling  in  that  country  by  no  means. 

Your  brother  Thomas  was  here  while  I  was  down  and  seemed  to  wish  you 
to  let  him  have  money  enough  to  answer  his  ends,  but  you  are,  I  expect, 
aware  of  letting  your  money  out  in  such  hands.  If  you  are  fit  to  go  and 
buy  Runyon’s  land,  I  will  try  to  buy  the  land  adjoining  that  did  once  be¬ 
long  to  Uncle  Thomas  Burchinell,  and  if  not,  I  shall  try  to  get  myself 
settled  as  soon  as  1  can  and  that  without  reserve  as  to  place,  except  down 
below  again  that  is  if  you  don’t  sell  my  land,  but  if  Jones  will  take  part  of 
it  and  he  lets  me  have  his  land,  you  may  try  Dr.  Jones  if  he  will  let  me  have 
his  400  Acres  in  Big  Beaver.  I  wish  you  to  would  write  how  you  are  like 
to  settle  with  Cornergyer’s  and  Baker,  for  if  they  don’t  give  up  the  bond, 
I  wish  you  to  demand  it  of  them  and  sue  for  it  in  that  County,  for  you 
can  do  so  well  there  with  them  as  anywhere  —  if  Edmerson  can  remember 
right  and  if  he  shund  to  acknowledge  it,  I  know  when  I  see  him  he  must 
remember  something  more  of  it. 

I  add  no  more  but  conclude  in  love  to  you  and  yours  and  all  enquiring 
friends.  Let  James  know  that  Swingby  wants  a  miller.  Betsy  joins  me  in 
love  to  you  and  yours. 

November  13,  1798  or  6.  (Signed)  J.  Burchinal. 

( Note  in  pencil  says  James  was  37  years  old  when  this  was  written.  Another 
says  J.  B.  speaks  in  this  of  a  Thomas  who  was  a  brother  to  my  grand¬ 
father.) 
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Feb.  26,  1805. 

Dear  Bro.: 

I  am  at  Baltimore  and  hope  to  leave  this  without  delay.  I  left  all  in  good 
health  and  hope  this  will  find  you  and  yours  in  the  same.  On  Saturday 
night  last  I  heard  the  sorrowful  tidings  of  my  father’s  death  and  am  much 
surprised  that  the  link  of  our  feelings  are  so  unlimited  on  your  side,  as  not 
to  send  a  letter  by  some  means. 

On  my  return  home  I  found  my  wife  at  the  point  of  death  almost  as  I 
thought  but  about  the  time  the  weather  set  in  severe  she  got  better  and 
has  been  very  hardy,  thanks  be  unto  God,  but  the  winter  being  so  hard  we 
could  not  get  over  the  River  to  execute  the  power  of  Attorney  for  the 
land  but  you  will  rest  assured  it  will  be  done  this  spring  some  time. 

I  am  hurried  home  and  can’t  come  over  by  reason  of  her  being  so  nigh 
having  a  little  one,  if  no  accident  we  expect  in  the  course  of  next  month  at 
farthest.  I  wish  you  to  write  me  a  few  lines  as  soon  as  possible.  When  you 
get  these,  how  and  what  I  am  to  do  with  Uncle  Thomas’  papers,  for  I  see 
little  or  no  prospect  of  getting  anything  from  him  and  would  have  brought 
them  down  now,  but  I  knew  I  could  not  come  over  at  no  rate.  Write  me 
word  from  Mr.  Kelley  when  I  may  come  for  the  balance  as  not  to  be  dis¬ 
appointed  and  let  him  know  I  shall  bring  the  Bond  with  me,  and  when  I 
come  down,  I  will  bring  in  the  papers  for  the  land,  and  your  Uncle’s. 

I  had  no  wish  ever  to  come  to  that  country  again  nor  yield  to  the  dictate 
of  fate  your  relations  an  (d)  all  (world) .  Your  Cousin  Tommy  has  another 
son  —  come  this  month,  sometime  in  the  forpart.  I  left  them  to-morrow 
week. 

My  wife  wished  to  be  remembered  in  my  letters  to  you  and  all,  and  still 
hoped  to  see  you  (or  our  poor  Father)  but  I  now  fear  in  vain.  You  will  let 
Uncle  Benjamin  know  I  saw  the  husband  of  Ann  Parsonelt  as  was  formerly, 
who  tells  me  James  Parsonelt  has  lost  his  horse  and  cannot  come  in,  and 
he  thinks  has  no  notion  to  come  in,  but  he  said  that  this  spring  or  next  fall 
at  farthest,  that  he  himself.  Remington,  by  name  will  come  in  with  all  the 
rest  of  the  titles  as  they  cannot  get  James  Parsonelt  to  come  in,  and  the 
heirs  are  so  scattered,  at  least  200  8c  300  miles  apart  that  it  will  take  him 
some  time  to  see  them,  but  that  it  may  be  depended  upon  since  he  saw 
me  and  heard  the  truth  as  far  as  I  know. 

I  conclude  in  love  to  you  until  Death,  and  desire  to  be  remembered  to  all 
enquiring  friends.

Luther  Burchinal  B.,  if  so,  will  you  please 
find  out,  and  let  me  know  as  soon  as  possible.

Charles  H.  B.  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  with  his  wife  (2nd)  Mary  E.  formerly 
Miss  Day  visited  me  at  Radcliffe,  June  30,  1873.  On  the  5th  of  July,  Satur¬ 
day,  we  went  to  Easton,  Md.,  to  see  Mrs.  John  Baggs,  formerly  Mary  Au¬ 
gusta  B.,  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas  B. 

In  company  with  her  we  went  on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  6,  to  Greens- 
borough,  Caroline  Co.,  Md.,  to  see  the  grave  of  Jeremiah  B.,  father  of 
Charles.  Remaining  over  night,  the  next  morning,  Monday,  we  went  to  the 
M.  E.  churchyard,  and  there,  just  in  the  rear  of  the  church  we  found  the 
tombstone,  looking  nearly  as  fresh  as  when  placed  there,  35  years  previous, 
with  the  following  inscription. 

“Jeremiah  Burchinal  departed  his  life 
July  19,  A.  D.  1838,  aged  38  years,  5  mo.  &  11  Days.” 

We  returned  to  Chestertown  July  7th  and  on  the  9th  Charles,  wife  and 
infant  daughter,  Ruth  Mary,  left  for  Fortress  Monroe,  where  they  intended 
spending  a  short  time  with  Mrs.  B’s  brother,  Lieut.  Day  of  the  U.  S. 
Artillery.

From  Jeremiah  Luther  Wm.  James  Burchinal 
To  W.  D.  Burchinal,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir: — 

Having  seen  your  name  in  the  paper  as  a  delegate  from  Md.,  to  the  con¬ 
vention  this  last  summer,  have  wondered  who  you  were.  Have  found  your 
address.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  write  to  you,  Sir.  Have  not  seen  or 
heard  tell  of  a  Burchinal  since  1841,  at  the  time  my  father  was  alive  and 
living  in  Baltimore  City,  where  his  children  were  born  and  reared.  There 
were  five  of  us:  Joseph  Thomas  B.,  Frances  Virginia  B.,  Jere.  Luther  Wm. 
B.,  Emilia  Jane  B.,  Mary  Cindria  B.  Father  and  Bro.  died  during  the  war, 
and  my  sister  Mary,  the  youngest  —  they  are  buried  in  Baltimore  Cemetery 
with  my  mother,  who  died  when  we  were  very  young. 

My  father’s  brother,  John  Wesley  B.,  and  his  family  of  four  children  — 
two  boys  and  two  girls,  including  Uncle  James  B.,  and  Uncle  William  B., 
of  Eastern  Shores  and  Uncle  Thomas  B.,  who  was  drowned  on  Sunday  at  his 
mill  —  he  was  a  miller  —  father  was  a  blacksmith,  Uncle  Joseph  a  cabinet 
maker,  Uncle  James  a  local  preacher  and  Uncle  William  —  I  do  not  know 
what  his  business  was  —  I  find  all  dead  in  1865,  I,  having  gone  to  Washing¬ 
ton  in  March  1861  returning  in  November  1865,  and  found  all  of  the  B’s 
that  I  ever  had  known,  and  all  that  you  find  within  this  dead. 

I  left  my  native  state  for  33  years.  I  have  not  seen  or  spoken  to  a  Burchi¬ 
nal  until  I  saw  your  name  in  the  paper  in  Denver  this  last  summer. 

If  you  are  of  my  stock,  you  can  tell  me  my  grandfather  &  great  grand¬ 
father’s  names.  I  am  of  the  Norman  stock.  Father  had  a  book  that  was 
handed  down  from  one  to  the  other  that  bore  the  name  of  Jeremiah  Luther. 
It  wTas  a  written  book  —  they  brought  it  from  their  Norman  country  into 
England,  and  then  to  this  country  with  Lord  Baltimore. 

I  do  not  know  who  was  with  father  and  brother  when  they  died.  The 
book  contained  the  facts  and  all  business  transactions  of  the  B’s.  I  am  trying 
to  find  the  book  and  also  my  grandfather  and  great-grandfrather’s  names.

I  received  your  letter  on  time.  Excuse  blank  date  —  shall  refer  you  to 
postmark  for  future  reference,  and  shall  most  assuredly  keep  your  letter 
as  one  of  importance.  It  is  the  first  one  I  ever  received  from  a  Burchinal. 
I  assure  you  I  am  most  pleased  and  happy  to  hear  from  you. 

I  have  lived  in  the  same  town  with  W.  K.  Burchinall  for  these  last  18 
years,  and  never  thought  he  was  any  relation  —  there  have  been  a  great 
many  persons  ask  me  if  he  was  my  brother,  my  answer  was,  “no  relation 
and  have  lived  here  in  Denver  for  eight  years  a  few  doors  from  him.  If  I  had 
known  him  and  known  he  was  a  “Burchinal,”  I  should  have  called  on  him 
whatever,”  yet  he  knew  me,  and  knew  who  I  was  for  a  number  of  years, 
in  the  first  place,  and  called  when  I  was  informed  by  his  lawyer  a  few 
days  ago. 

When  I  saw  your  name  in  the  paper  as  a  delegate  to  the  convention, 
I  was  at  the  Brown  Hotel  every  day  for  a  month  to  see  you,  but  could  not 
find  you.  I  made  every  effort  to  see  you,  and  never  knew  you  did  not  come 
until  W.  K.  B.  told  me.  I  would  have  written  you  immediately  after  the 
convention,  if  I  had  known  your  address. 

W.  K.  Burchinal  is  very  much  interested  in  the  family  —  he  is  a  sharp 
and  shrewd  man.  He  looks  somewhat  like  Uncle  William.  His  brother  John 
is  like  Uncle  Wesley,  father’s  brother. 

I  wrote  to  C.  H.  B.  at  the  same  time  I  wrote  to  you  —  have  received  no 
answer  yet  —  W.  K.  gave  me  his  ad.  I  also  wrote  to  a  gentleman  in  Zanes¬ 
ville,  O.,  who  lived  there  seventy  years  ago  —  he  is  very  well  acquainted 
with  Jeremiah  B.,  who  was  a  merchant  there,  and  the  father  of  Thomas  B. 

I  shall  make  inquiries  where  I  can  get  any  information  leading  to  my 
g’father’s  and  g.  g.  father’s  and  more  to,  that  may  be  interesting. 

If  you  know  of  any  B.  in  Del.,  please  give  me  his  address,  then  I  imagine 
we  can  find  the  whole  history. 

They  settled  in  (probably  means  Del.)  the  first  place  from  what  I  can 
remember  from  my  grandfather  Thomas  Johnson  and  Uncle  William  B’s 
conversation,  and  from  the  diary  that  is  lost.

pared  a  very  elaborate  and  complete  Genealogical  Chart  of  the  Burchinal 
Family,  as  descended  from  Jeremiah,  the  “planter”  of  Kent  County,  Mary¬ 
land. 

The  data  from  which  this  chart  was  prepared  was  obtained  after  much 
diligent  research  of  family,  church  and  court  records.  It  was  drafted  with 
much  care  and  skill  and  blue  prints  were  made  of  the  original  tracings. 
A  set  of  the  prints  was  (1927)  in  the  possession  of  George  B.  Burchinal 
(148) ,  30  Kerr  Street,  Uniontown,  Pa.,  son  of  William  Jarret  (146) ,  grand¬ 
son  of  Luther  (126),  great-grandson  of  Thomas  (70),  and  great-great- 
grandson  of  Jeremiah  Luther  (65)  and  great-great-great-grandson  of  Jere> 
miah  (1) . 

Except  that  the  order  of  arrangement  is  changed  to  adapt  it  to  the  type¬ 
writer,  and  certain  names  are  repeated  and  underscored  to  indicate  heads 
of  families,  the  following  is  a  complete  copy  of  the  Chart:

Rev.  Daniel  E.  Jenkins,  Ph.  D.,  D.D. 

Following  the  death  on  November  24,  1927,  of  Rev.  Daniel  E.  Jenkins,  husband 
of  Annie  (Finley)  Jenkins,  the  Dean’s  Office  of  The  University  of  Omaha, 
Omaha,  Neb.,  issued  the  following  obituary  of  Dr.  Jenkins: 

“The  Reverend  Daniel  Edward  Jenkins,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  the  Omaha 
Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary,  and  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology  and  Apologetics,  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  the  same,  passed 
away  Thursday,  November  24th.  The  cause  of  his  death  was  toxemia.  Dr. 
Jenkins  was  also  the  founder  and  president  of  the  University  of  Omaha. 

“Dr.  Jenkins  was  the  second  son  of  Rev.  John  Mortimer  Jenkins,  a  teacher 
and  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  a  graduate  of  Lane  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  and  of  the  Durham  University,  England.  For  47  years  he 
was  active  in  building  up  Presbyterianism  spiritually  and  educationally  in  this 
country.  He  was,  incidentally,  a  friend  of  Charles  Spurgeon  and  a  preacher 
after  his  pattern  and  style.  The  mother  of  Dr.  Jenkins  was  Jane  Edward 
Jenkins.  His  grandfather,  William  F.  Jenkins,  a  native  of  Wales,  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1864.  In  1866,  while  his  parents  were  revisiting  Wales,  Daniel 
Edward  Jenkins  was  born,  in  Flintshire,  near  the  old  city  of  Chester. 

“After  almost  two  year’s  study  at  Wooster  University,  Wooster,  Ohio,  where 
the  scholar  and  cultured  thinker  Dr.  Scovel  was  president,  Dr.  Jenkins  went 
to  Melbourne  University,  Melbourne,  Australia.  From  here  he  graduated  with 
high  honors  in  1889.  He  won  first  place  in  the  final  honor  examinations  in 
the  subsequent  year  of  study  for  the  M.  A.  degree.  For  this  he  was  awarded 
a  $250  prize  and  elected  senior  scholar  in  the  school  of  logic  and  philosophy, 
which  disciplines  always  remained  a  favorite  pursuit  and  forte.  Passing  from 
under  the  formative  influence  of  the  eminent  Scottish  philosopher,  Dr.  Henry 
Laurie,  Ll.d.,  at  Melbourne,  Dr.  Jenkins  now  was  to  receive  the  final  scholastic 
stamp  of  the  two  then  leading  theological  intellects  of  America,  Dr.  Francis 
Landey  Patton  and  Dr.  B.  B.  Warfield.  A  profound  admirer  of  both  he  main¬ 
tained  their  friendship  through  life,  having  many  times,  as  a  fellow  theologian, 
very  vigorous  and  enriching  intellectual  intercourse  with  Dr.  Warfield,  his 
former  master. 

“He  entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  in  1889,  specialized  extra-cur- 
ricularly  in  Philosophy  in  Princeton  University  under  Jeremy  Ormond,  as  well 
as  under  Dr.  Patton,  and  graduated  in  1891.  Later  on  he  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  and  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  After  five  years 
as  pastor  at  New  London,  Pa.,  in  one  of  the  oldest  historic  churches  in  the 
country,  he  was  called  to  the  presidency  of  Parsons  College  (Fairfield,  Iowa, 
in  1886.  In  this  he  bore  the  distinction  of  being  the  youngest  college  president 
in  the  country.  The  distinction  was  shared  a  little  later  with  Pres.  John  H. 
Finley,  of  Knox  College,  now  of  the  New  York  Times,  who,  incidentally,  is  a 
cousin  of  Mrs.  Annie  Finley  Jenkins,  his  wife.  Having  raised  the  academic 
standards  of  this  institution  he  was  called  in  1900  to  the  chair  of  Didactic 
and  Polemic  Theology  and  Apologetics  in  Omaha  Theological  Seminary.  In 
1910  he  was  made  Dean  of  that  institution,  which  he  served  eminently  until 
his  death. 

“Dr.  Jenkins  wa^  chosen  by  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  Faculty  to 
deliver  the  annual  lectures  upon  the  L.  P.  Stone  Foundation  in  1906.  Lecturing 
upon  the  subject  of  Biblical  Anthropomorphism  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
intellects  he  so  highly  esteemed,  he  brought  the  metaphysics  of  the  one,  and 
the  Theology  he  had  received  from  the  other  together  with  penetration  and 
depth  of  religious  insight.  The  publication  of  the  Lectureship  is  a  wish  still  ex¬ 
pressed  by  his  friends. 

“Though  probably  best  known  as  a  teacher  and  theologian  the  most  monu¬ 
mental  achievement  of  the  career  of  Dr.  Jenkins  was  the  founding  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Omaha  in  1908,  and  fostering  it  as  president  from  an  original  18  to 
the  present  1,100  students.  It  was  founded  upon  a  thoroughly  Protestant  and 
Christian  charter.  The  sacrificial  and  patient  labors  of  a  courageous  heart 
guided  alone  by  vision,  faith,  and  the  grace  of  God  made  such  a  remarkable 
result  possible  for  American  Christian  education.  The  heroic  effort  combined 
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with  his  theological  responsibilities  cost  him  his  very  life,  it  has  often  been 
repeated  in  Omaha  among  his  friends.  For  14  years  he  wrought  and  fought 
against  often  heartbreaking  difficulties  without  salary,  playing  the  role  of  not 
only  chief  executive,  financial  administrator,  and  often  money  raiser  and  pro¬ 
mulgator,  but  of  teacher,  now  of  psychology,  now  of  logic  and  now  of 
philosophy.  In  the  words  of  a  recent  editorial  of  an  Omaha  paper,  ‘for  many 
years  .  .  .  Dr.  Jenkins  was  the  University  of  Omaha.  In  the  annals  of  schools 
and  colleges  there  is  no  finer  example  of  devotion  to  a  great  task  than  that 
shown  by  Dr.  Jenkins  for  17  years  in  Omaha.’ 

“But  struggle  has  now  been  transformed  into  triumph  and  victory.  The 
University  of  Omaha  which  through  the  advantages  it  offers  constitutes  a 
most  indispensable  ground  for  the  existence  and  success  of  Omaha  Seminary; 
it  is  an  established  certainty  of  the  future.  ‘The  University  shall  live  and  grow 
and  prosper,’  in  the  memorial  words  of  its  new  president,  Dr.  Wettstone,  ‘be¬ 
cause  this  great  man  lived,  and  the  spell  of  his  magnetic  personality  shall 
ever  hover  over  it.’ 

“The  life  of  Dr.  Jenkins  counted  richly  in  the  spiritual  and  educational  up¬ 
building  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  throughout  the  entire  Middle  West.  Not 
only  as  a  writer,  teacher,  expounder  of  the  faith,  lecturer,  and  a  preacher  in 
constant  demand,  but  as  a  holder  of  ecclesiastical  offices  and  appointments 
of  importance  was  this  true.  Having  served  as  a  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Nebraska  in  1909,  as  chairman  of  its  Executive  and  Home  Mission  Committee, 
he  was  later  made  a  member  of  the  Assembly’s  Committee  on  Men’s  Work. 

“In  1913  as  a  commissioner  to  the  Atlanta  Assembly  he  was  made  chairman 
of  the  important  Committee  on  Church  Policy.  It  was  Dr.  Jenkins,  acting  in 
this  capacity,  who  instigated  the  idea  and  proposed  the  content  of  Chapter 
XXVI  of  the  Form  of  Government  now  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.  The  chapter  explains  and  defines  the  duties  and  prerogatives 
of  the  executive  commissions  of  the  various  bodies  of  the  church,  the  Assembly, 
Synod  and  Presbytery.  Dr.  Jenkins  as  a  strong  conservative  in  his  conception 
of  the  ecclesiastic  policy  and  undertook  to  change  or  amplify  the  constitution 
in  such  a  way  as  to  specify  and  delimit  ‘the  authority  that  may  be  dele¬ 
gated  to  these  commissions  by  the  several  church  judicatories,’  and  the 
‘duties  to  be  performed’  by  them.  Several  test  cases  and  abuses  of  power 
had  evinced  to  him  the  necessity  of  the  change  in  the  Form  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  Appointing  a  special  committee  composed  of  Dr.  Roberts,  himself, 
and  others,  with  D.  Maitland  Alexander  as  chairman,  Dr.  Jenkins  finally 
secured,  in  the  next  Assembly  of  1914,  the  ratification  of  the  addition  of  the 
present  Chapter  XXVI  of  the  Constitution,  which  is  virtually  his  own  formula¬ 
tion  as  it  now  stands. 

“As  an  expounder  of  Theology  he  was  in  demand  at  Presbyterian  Summer 
School  of  Theology.  He  served  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  in  this  capacity,  and  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  and  just  prior  to  his  illness  he  was  laying  plans  in  response 
to  an  invitation  from  the  University  of  Heidelberg,  Germany,  for  lecturing 
there  in  the  current  year. 

“As  a  public-spirited  citizen  he  fulfilled  various  offices.  Dr.  Jenkins  was  a 
member  of  the  National  Economic  League,  and  of  the  National  Association 
of  Charities  and  Correction.  He  served  as  President  of  the  State  Conference 
of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  also  as  member  of  a  special  commission 
appointed  by  Governor  Morehead  to  investigate  vice  conditions.  He  acted  as 
an  appointee  of  successive  governors  to  represent  the  State  in  national  con¬ 
gresses  on  prison  reform,  conservation  of  natural  resources,  and  charities  and 
correction.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and 
Social  Science,  and  again  a  member  of  the  Omaha  School  Board.  Dr.  Jenkins 
was  beloved  by  the  labor  unions  whom  he  befriended,  and  was  once  made 
arbitrator  of  a  serious  dead-lock  strike,  with  successful  issue.  At  a  large  pub¬ 
lic  mass  meeting  on  one  occasion,  he  spoke  along  with  Samuel  Gompers  as 
the  champion  of  the  rights  of  labor. 

“The  city  of  Omaha  in  a  public  mass  meeting,  and  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  have  held  memorial  services  in  tribute  to  his  life  and  work.  From  the 
varied  expressions  on  these  occasions  the  significance  of  his  character  and 
personality  can  be  best  appreciated.  ‘In  the  death  of  Dr.  Jenkins  the  whole 
Church  has  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  the  great  theologians  of  this  generation,’ 
stated  a  leading  Presbyterian  of  the  East.  ‘By  birth,  lineage  and  intellect  Dr. 
Jenkins  was  fitted  for  the  work  which  cost  him  his  life,’  a  seminary  colleague 
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brought  out.  ‘Theology  to  him  was  not  an  abstract  science;  he  taught  it  from 
the  practical  and  serviceable  standpoint,  as  he  believed.’  ‘He  was  essentially 
evangelistic  in  his  emphasis  in  theology.’ 

“One  of  the  Seminary  directorate  describing  another  phase  of  this  many- 
sided  career  characterized  Dr.  Jenkins  as  ‘a  great  man.’  ‘He  was  a  cultured 
and  accomplished  scholar,  a  man  of  ideals  and  aspirations.  His  greatest  service, 
perhaps,  was  his  vision  and  labor  that  gave  to  Omaha  a  Christian  Protestant 
University,  and  impressed  it  with  his  courage,  faith  and  sacrifices.’  *His  life 
spoke  eloquently  of  eternal  values,’  witnessed  another.  ‘The  stamp  of  the  ever¬ 
lasting  was  upon  him.  We  will  always  hear  the  music  of  his  life.’ 

“Symbolic  of  the  extent  of  his  influence  was  the  program  of  personalities  of 
the  civic  memorial  mass  meeting.  Extremes  met.  The  name  of  a  distinguished 
Roman  Catholic  Father  immediately  followed  the  name  of  a  prominent  Unitar¬ 
ian.  In  the  pews  of  the  audience  were  his  friends  out  of  every  Protestant  de¬ 
nomination.  And  representatives  of  labor  unions  who  had  found  Dr.  Jenkins 
a  friend  and  just  defender,  sat  commingled  with  judges,  clergymen,  educators 
and  university  students. 

“In  the  words  of  part  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Omaha  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  ‘In  the  death  of  Dr.  Jenkins,  a  great  man  passed  away — a  kindly, 
lovable  man  with  whom  it  was  a  delight  to  come  in  contact,  he  will  be  missed 
and  mourned  by  thousands.’ 

“Dr.  Jenkins  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  the  following  family:  Finley  D. 
Jenkins,  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology  at  Princeton  Seminary;  Robert  W. 
Jenkins  of  Chicago,  educator  and  writer  of  textbooks  on  Sociology;  Dr.  John 
S.  Jenkins,  physician,  of  Dallas,  Tex.;  Miss  Annie  B.  Jenkins,  head  of  the 
Home  Economics  Department  of  the  University  of  Omaha,  and  Daniel  Jenkins 
at  home.’’ 


TRIBUTES  TO  DR.  JENKINS.

Tributes  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Daniel  E.  Jenkins,  teacher,  theologian,  public- 
spirited  citizen  and  former  president  of  Omaha  University,  were  paid  in  several 
eulogies  Sunday  afternoon  at  memorial  services  held  at  First  Congregational 
Church.  About  700  persons  attended  the  services. 

Students  of  the  University  of  Omaha,  faculty  members  and  trustees  of  the  uni¬ 
versity  and  the  Presbyterian  Seminary  entered  the  church  in  a  body.  Speakers 
were  Dr.  Larimore  C.  Denise,  president  of  the  Seminary;  Dr.  Karl  F.  Wettstone, 
president  of  the  university,  and  W.  F.  Baxter,  representing  the  citizens  of  Omaha. 
Louise  Jansen  Wylie  sang  two  solos;  Frank  C.  Smith  gave  invocation  and  bene¬ 
diction;  Rev.  A.  A.  DeLarme  gave  a  scripture  reading  and  Mrs.  Howard  Ken¬ 
nedy  played  the  organ  prelude  and  postlude.  John  H.  Beveridge  officiated  as 
chairman  of  the  memorial  committee. 

“It  is  given  to  few  men  to  so  link  themselves  with  the  religious  and  educa¬ 
tional  life  of  a  community  as  to  make  so  notable  contributions  in  both  lines' 
of  endeavor,”  said  Dr.  Denise  in  his  address.  He  traced  the  life  and  education 
of  Dr.  Jenkins,  commenting  that  his  notable  efforts  were  not  a  matter  of 
chance  but  of  application.  His  thought  was  to  strengthen  the  intellectual  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  this  community. 

“There  was  about  Dr.  Jenkins  a  peculiar  and  pleasing  magnetism.  It  was 
the  unavoidable  attraction  of  his  personality  which  aided  him  in  his  work.” 

“Dr.  Jenkins’  passing  constitutes  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  life  of  the  uni¬ 
versity;  we  shall  sadly  miss  his  counsel,”  said  Dr.  Wetttone.  “The  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  has  lost  an  eminent  theologian;  a  great  champion  of  the  faith  in 
a  most  critical  era.  The  city  of  Omaha  has  lost  one  of  its  most  distinguished 
citizens,  a  dreamer,  an  idealist,  a  philosopher,  an  intellectual  giant. 

“The  University  of  Omaha,  which  constitutes  this  great  prophet’s  most  abid¬ 
ing  work  in  the  world,  will  go  on  from  generation  to  generation  until  the  work 
is  done,  for  thus,  each  age  assuming  its  share  of  responsibility,  the  cathedrals 
of  Europe  were  built.” 

Among  the  persons  who  sent  telegrams  and  letters  which  were  read  at  the 
services  are:  Francis  Patton,  former  president  of  Princeton  Seminary;  Robert

E.  Speer,  moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.; 
G.  L.  Robinson  of  Chicago,  a  classmate,  and  E.  A.  Burnett,  acting  chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Nebraska. 

J.  B.  Wooten,  editor  of  Public  Service  Magazine,  wrote:  “He  deliberately  laid 
his  life  on  the  altar  of  service  in  Omaha  and  for  Omaha.” 

William  L.  McEwan,  Third  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburgh:  “In  the  death  of 
Dr.  Jenkins  the  whole  church  has  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  the  great  theologians 
of  this  generation.” 

Carl  Guise,  dean  of  Parsons  College,  Fairfield,  la.:  He  brought  to  Parsons  Col¬ 
lege  the  vigor  and  forward  look  of  his  young  manhood,  the  brilliance  of  his  fine 
scholarship  and  the  spirit  of  devotion  at  a  time  when  it  was  much  needed.

WILLIAM  K.  BURCHINELL. 

(From  Denver,  Colo.,  Paper) 

William  K.  Burchinell,  formerly  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Capitol 
Managers,  recognized  as  a  power  in  Republican  politics  in  Denver  and 
Colorado  for  a  number  of  years,  died  Sunday  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  according  to 
a  message  received  Monday  at  the  State  House. 

For  more  than  16  years  Burchinell  has  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Capitol  Managers,  relinquishing  the  post  about  a  year  ago  because  of  ill 
health.  Soon  afterwards  he  departed  for  Seattle,  where  he  took  up  a  resi¬ 
dence  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  Grattan  O’Bryan. 

Burchinell  came  to  Colorado  in  the  late  70’s  and  located  at  Fairplay. 
Colo.,  where  he  was  appointed  Receiver  of  the  United  States  Land  Office 
by  President  Grant,  then  serving  his  second  term.  In  1879,  when  the  Land 
Office  was  removed  to  Leadville,  Burchinell  established  a  residence  there 
and  remained  for  eight  years. 

He  removed  to  Denver  in  1883  and  established  the  Denver  Machinery 
Company,  becoming  president  of  the  concern.  In  the  fall  of  1891  he  was 
elected  SherifF  of  Arapahoe  County,  of  which  Denver  was  then  a  part,  and 
in  1893  he  was  re-elected  to  serve  until  1896.  On  the  death  of  his  successor 
he  was  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term. 

On  quitting  the  office  in  1898,  Burchinell  engaged  in  mining  enterprises 
in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  with  Dennis  Sheedy  and  others. 

In  1906  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Capitol  Managers,  a 
position  he  held  until  his  retirement  last  year. 

He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  when  16  years  old  gave  up  an  ap¬ 
prenticeship  in  a  locomotive  factory  to  join  the  Union  forces  in  the  Civil 
War.  He  was  a  member  of  Companies  L  and  K,  15th  Pennsylvania  Cavalry, 
serving  in  many  engagements. 

After  the  battle  of  Chickamaugua  he  was  transferred  to  the  Signal  Corps 
of  the  army  and  served  in  that  branch  until  mustered  out  at  Nashville, 
T  enn.,  in  1865.  Later  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legis¬ 
lature  and  was  a  member  of  that  body  until  he  came  to  Colorado  in  1875. 

In  Philadelphia,  he  married  Miss  Samantha  Cunningham,  Nov.  21,  1872, 
and  two  daughters,  Ann,  now  Mrs.  O’Bryan  of  Seattle,  and  Edna,  who  died 

in  Philadelphia  in  1881,  were  born.  Mrs.  Burchinell  died  in  Denver  in  1907.

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REVOLUTIONARY  ANCESTORS. 


The  decendants  of  Joseph  Gans  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Stentz)  Burchinal 
have  a  Revolutionary  Ancestor  in  the  person  of  Philip  Casper  Bowman, 
who  volunteered  in  Frederick  County,  Md.,  June,  1776,  served  until  August, 
1778,  when  he  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  ensign,  a  rank  given  him  in 
recognition  of  his  bravery  in  the  battle  of  Trenton,  December  25,  1776.  He 
engaged  in  the  battles  of  Germantown,  Brandywine,  Monmouth  and  was 
in  many  minor  actions  with  the  British  around  Philadelphia. 

He  was  the  son  of  David  Bowman,  a  native  of  Wurtemberg,  Germany 
who,  with  his  wife  Elizabeth,  a  native  of  Alsace,  came  to  America  in  1755, 
settling  near  Philadelphia.  The  “History  of  the  Bowman  Family/’  states 
that  Philip  Casper  Bowman  was  born  on  the  sea  during  the  voyage  of  his 
parents  to  America,  but  in  his  application  for  a  pension,  dated  August  15, 
1832,  he  gave  Little  York,  Pa.,  as  the  place  of  his  birth  and  Oct.  25,  1755,  or 
1756,  as  the  date  of  his  birth. 

Henry  Bowman  came  to  America  as  a  stowaway  on  an  immigrant  ship 
and  settled  near  Little  York,  Pa.,  where  he  married  and  reared  a  large  family 
and  died  there.  It  has  been  surmised,  but  never  established  as  a  fact,  that 
this  person  was  an  elder  son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  Bowman  who  left  the 
home  of  his  parents  in  Germany,  before  their  depature,  intending  to  go 
to  America.  He  was  never  heard  from  afterward. 

Philip  Casper  Bowman  married  Katy  Fast  before  he  became  a  Continental 
soldier.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Nicholas  Fast,  who  was  born  in  Palse, 
Germany,  and  Catherine  Darner  (Terner) ,  whose  parents  lived  in  Ham¬ 
burg.  On  their  arrival  in  America  about  1745  they  were  unable  to  pay  for 
their  passage  and,  according  to  the  practice  of  shipmasters  at  that  time,  they 
were  sold  into  a  term  of  servitude  until  they  had  worked  out  the  cost  of 
their  transportation. 

Prior  to  1781  Nicholas  Fast  and  his  family  came  with  a  party  of  German 
settlers  to  what  is  now  Nicholson  Township,  Fayette  County,  Pa.,  which 
with  adjacent  territory  was  then  called  the  “Redstone  Country.”  Nicholas 
Fast  became  one  of  the  founders  of  St.  Jacob’s  Lutheran  Church,  established 
by  Rev.  John  Stough  in  1792-93.  He  was  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  that 
section.  He  was  the  father  of  10  children  who  became  the  founders  of  sev¬ 
eral  families  of  that  surname  in  Nicholson  Township,  West  Virginia  and 
Ohio.  Christian  Fast,  a  son,  was  captured  by  the  Indians,  with  whom 
he  lived  for  a  year  before  affecting  his  escape.  Nicholas  Fast  died  at  the  age 
of  103  years. 

After  his  service  in  the  Revolution  Philip  Casper  Bowman  and  family  also 
removed  to  the  “Redstone  Country,”  where  all  of  his  children  except  his 
eldest  daughter,  Elizabeth,  were  born.  In  1806  he  and  his  family,  with  the 
exception  of  Elizabeth,  removed  to  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  Jan.  17,  1845  and  was  buried  in 
the  cemetery  of  St.  John’s  German  Lutheran  Church.  His  wife  died  Nov.  23, 
1826.  It  was  to  this  section  of  Ohio  that  Rev.  Stough  removed  in  1806,  also 
his  daughter,  Charlotte,  who  had  married  John  Jacob  Bowman,  eldest  son 
of  Philip  Casper  and  Katy  Bowman. 

Elizabeth  Bowman,  eldest  daughter  of  Philip  Casper  and  Katy  Bowman, 
married  Daniel  Stentz  Aug.  13,  1801,  by  whom  she  had  six  children,  the 
fifth  of  whom  was  Jesse  E.  Stentz,  born  Nov.  16,  1820;  died  Sept.  3,  1896. 

He  married  Lydia  Conn,  born  Aug.  1,  1826;  died . 

The  first  child  of  that  union  was  Sarah  Elizabeth  Stentz,  born  July  18,  1845; 
died  May  30,  1926;  married  Joseph  Gans  Burchinal,  Jan.  7,  1869.  The 
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latter  was  a  son  of  Jeremiah  and  Susannah  (Gans)  Burchinal. 


Sarah  Ann  Stentz,  a  sister  of  Jesse  E.  Stentz,  married  William  Lyons  Mor¬ 
gan,  son  of  Col.  John  and  Elizabeth  (Lyons)  Morgan,  which  gives  the  same 
lineage  from  Philip  Casper  Bowman,  the  Revolutionary  Ancestor,  to  the 
children  of  John  and  Emma  (John)  Morgan  and  Daniel  P.  and  Ella 
(Lyons)  Morgan.

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THE  OLD  HOMESTEAD 

The  Old  Homestead,  or  the  home  of  Thomas  Burchinal,  the  first  Bur- 
chinal  settler  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  was  situated  at  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Grassy  Run.  It  was  a  one  room  log  cabin  with  overhead  loft  and 
remained  standing  until  1896  when  it  was  removed  by  a  grandson,  Joseph 
G.  Burchinal. 

Early  in  the  1830’s  Jeremiah  Burchinal,  son  of  Thomas  Burchinal  erected 
a  five  room  red  brick  house  just  a  few  feet  to  the  south  of  the  old  log  cabin. 
The  brick  for  this  house  were  burned  in  a  brick  kiln  on  his  own  farm  and 
laid  four  layers  deep  at  a  cost  of  thirty  seven  and  one  half  cents  per  thous¬ 
and  (37 -^c) .  Since  that  time,  the  brick  house  has  been  the  birthplace  of 
five  generations  of  Burchinals.  It  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  F.  B. 
Blosser  and  family.  Mrs.  Blosser  being  a  great  grand  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
Burchinal  and  a  granddaughter  of  Joseph. 

Jeremiah  was  a  cabinet  maker  and  many  a  bride  cherished  the  secretaries 
and  bureaus  made  by  his  expert  hand.  Several  of  which  are  still  in  use  in 
the  community.  Fie  also  made  caskets  or  coffins  as  they  were  called  at  that 
time. 

He  was  a  millwright  and  there  was  a  water  power  sawmill  on  the  farm 
which  he  operated.  Many  times  he  had  to  work  by  night  and  at  such  times 
he  depended  upon  light  from  a  perforated  tin  lantern  with  a  candle  inside. 
He  was  also  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  was  frequently  called  upon  to  per¬ 
form  the  marriage  ceremony. 

In  1881  Joseph  Burchinal,  son  of  Jeremiah,  decided  to  improve  the  farm 
by  replacing  the  old  log  barn  with  a  new  and  more  modern  one.  Hugh 
Burchinal,  a  nephew  who  had  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  first  twelve 
years  of  his  life  with  his  grandfather,  Jeremiah,  undertook  the  job  as  car¬ 
penter.  The  beams  were  hand  hewn,  large  and  massive,  some  being  fifty 
four  feet  in  length.  Most  of  the  lumber  for  this  bam  came  from  timber  cut 
on  the  farm  and  sawed  at  the  Burchinal  Mill,  operated  at  that  time  by  Jo¬ 
seph.  The  barn  still  stands  as  evidence  of  the  success  of  Hugh’s  first  attempt 
at  building  construction.  This  was  the  beginning  of  a  successful  career  as 
contractor  and  builder  for  the  young  man  who  afterwards  located  at  Union- 
town,  Pennsylvania. 

Joseph  reared  his  family  in  the  brick  house  and  continued  to  operate 
the  farm.  On  account  of  an  injury  to  his  leg,  his  parents  had  seen  fit  to 
give  him  a  college  education.  He  was  a  brilliant  student  and  graduated 
from  Lewisburg  College  (now  Bucknell  University)  as  valedictorian  of  the 
class  of  1855.  Although  offered  a  teaching  position  on  the  faculty  of  Lewis¬ 
burg  College,  he  returned  home  to  his  parents  and  for  a  number  of  years 
taught  at  Bunker  Hill,  Springhill  Township,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  suc¬ 
cessful  surveyor  and  surveyed  most  of  the  land  in  Fayette  County  and  bor¬ 
dering  West  Virginia.  By  reason  of  his  liberal  education  he  became  a  legal 
and  business  advisor,  serving  as  a  “country  squire”  to  many  of  his  neighbors 

After  the  death  of  Joseph  Burchinal  and  during  the  lifetime  of  his  widow, 
Elizabeth,  the  farm  was  operated  by  his  two  sons,  Howard  M.  and  William 
S.  After  their  mother’s  death  Howard  M.  became  owner.  He  had  previously 
built  a  frame  house  on  the  hill  a  short  distance  above  the  original  site,  and 
he  continued  to  live  there,  with  his  family.  Howard  M.  represents  the  fourth 
generation  in  direct  descent  from  father  to  son. 

The  farm  is  all  under  cultivation.  The  burning  of  lime  kilns  and  spread¬ 
ing  of  lime  in  recent  years  have  improved  the  soil  and  brought  up  the  pro¬ 
duction  to  a  high  standard. 
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Most  of  the  old  landmarks  are  gone.  There  is  one  stone  fence,  a  part  of 
which  was  built  by  Jeremiah  and  completed  by  Joseph.  All  that  remains  of 
the  sawmill  is  a  stone  wing  wall  of  the  dam.  These,  together  with  a  fewr 
scattered  oak  trees,  remain  as  silent  reminders  of  former  days.

ON  PRIDE  OF  ANCESTRY 

By  pride  of  ancestry,  we  mean  the  unreasonable  opinion  entertained  of 
those  from  whom  we  descended.

Show  me  the  man  that  at  all  ponders  over  his  ancestral  line,  and  he  it  is 
who  thinks  highly  of  them.  As  our  own  native  fountain,  which  has  so  often 
quenched  our  thirst  with  its  perennial  waters,  still  proves  more  palatable, 
even  after  many  long  years  of  absence;  so  are  we  disposed  to  our  ancestors. 
Yes,  there  is  a  relation  between  them  and  us,  which,  it  is  idle  to  suppose, 
does  not  exert  an  influence  upon  our  opinions  of  them.  Self  interest  or  more 
properly  an  hereditary  interest  that  most  powerful  motive  which  is  invari¬ 
ably  obeyed  by  the  human  family,  creates  an  unbounded  love  for  them; 
while  in  whatever  light  they  are  viewed,  we  are  prone  to  dwell  upon  their 
virtues  and  not  their  faults,  their  transcendent  and  uncommon  qualities 
and  not  those  of  an  ordinary  kind.  Not  this  only,  but  all  the  circumstances 
in  which  they  were  placed,  both  of  time  and  place  and  what  were  the  men 
of  those  days  and  the  tendency  of  their  actions,  are  necessarily  weighed  in 
the  balance  seldom  failing  to  cause  this  good  feeling  to  increase.  In  short, 
all  these  things  contrive  to  delight,  but  above  all,  when  we  witness  the 
eilect  of  their  efforts  in  such  times  and  among  such  men,  as  they  lived,  while 
we  perhaps  are  enjoying  the  rich  harvest  of  their  labors,  and  are  basking  in 
Xhe  sunshine  of  the  noble  and  glorious  institutions  of  which  they  were  the 
founders,  we  glory  in  them,  feeling  proud  that  they  are  our  ancestors,  and 
we  their  descendents. 

This  passion  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  period  of  man’s  existence; 
but  men  of  antiquity  as  well  as  those  of  modern  times,  seem  to  have  been 
under  its  influence,  though  the  former  much  more  than  the  latter.  Experi¬ 
ence  gives  us  undubitable  evidence  of  its  prevalence  at  the  present  day; 
and  we  need  but  refer  to  the  history  of  the  earlier  periods  in  order  to 
prove  the  correctness  of  our  opinion  in  respect  to  those  times.  For  therein 
do  we  see  it  manifested;  and  the  very  spirit  of  it  breathed  forth.  Nobility 
consisted  not  in  true  and  genuine  principles,  nor  in  the  person  himself,  but 
a  certain  kind  and  complacent  obsequiousness  to  ancestral  renown  gave  the 
precedency  and  first  rank.  To  its  prevalence  may  be  ascribed  the  tracing  of 
their  origin  to  someone  of  their  gods,  and  who  will  pretend  to  say,  that  the 
miraculous  birth  of  Romulus  and  Remus,  their  deliverance  from  the  angry 
flood  and  their  education  in  the  humble  cottage  of  the  shepherd,  was  not  an 
incentive  to  pride  on  the  part  of  the  Roman  people.  It  no  doubt,  inspired 
them  with  a  manly  courage  and  a  bold  daring,  which  the  neighboring  na¬ 
tions  could  not  withstand,  but  which  led  them  to  extend  their  sway  over 
the  then  human  world.  The  spirit,  which  animated  their  forefathers,  had 
only  to  be  portrayed  by  the  orator’s  vivid  fancy,  and  the  seemingly  dead 
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embers  were  immediately  kindled  into  a  glowing  fire  that  burned  alike  in 
the  breast  of  the  statesman,  the  warrior,  and  the  common  people.  Ancestral 
glory  and  renowm  they  labored  to  acquire  if  not  to  excel,  and  if  they  did 
not  boast  of  ancestry,  they  at  least  felt  proud  of  it,  and  leaned  upon  it  as  a 
support  in  times  of  danger.  But  when  the  storm  apparently  ceased,  having 
little  concern  for  the  ship  of  state,  the  already  maddened  wave  drove  furi¬ 
ously  against  her,  checking  her  progress  and  no  doubt  causing  her  destruc¬ 
tion.  In  fine,  while  it  may  have  nerved  their  arms  and  induced  them  to  do 
the  deeds  of  ancestors  in  some  cases;  yet  they  seem  to  have  forgotten  that 
it  is  not  always  attended  with  like  consequences;  and  hence  while  they 
slumbered  in  quiet  satisfaction  and  elation  of  heart  upon  ancestral  renown, 
the  destroyer  came  and  suddenly  all  was  in  ruins. 

We  come  now  to  consider  whether  it  be  a  good  or  bad  quality,  in  which 
respect  there  is  perhaps  some  difference  of  opinion.  Some  would  have  us 
believe  that,  so  long  as  it  is  entertained  wdth  moderation,  it  is  highly  ex¬ 
cellent,  but  otherwise  a  besetting  evil.  Others,  that  it  is  proper  in  the  ex¬ 
treme.  The  former  of  these  is  perhaps  the  more  charitable,  for  surely  there 
can  be  no  impropriety  in  placing  a  fair,  just,  and  even  high  estimate  upon 
those  who  preceded  us  in  point  of  time.  Credit  where  credit  is  due,  as  a 
rule  of  action,  ought  never  to  be  departed  from;  but  should  always  be  ob¬ 
served.  He  who  thinks  highly  of  his  ancestors,  does  nothing  more  than  give 
credit  for  what  they  have  done;  and  pays  a  grateful  tribute  for  the  benefits 
derived  therefrom.  We  feel  proud  of  our  Pilgrim  Fathers;  and  who  would 
censure  us  for  so  doing?  No  one,  but  would  rather  commend  us  for  thus 
honoring  those  refugees  from  tyranny  and  oppression,  the  mission  of  whom 
seemed  to  be  “the  doing  of  the  will  of  Heaven.” 

But  while  we  regard  it  as  a  useful  and  even  excellent  quality  in  some 
respects  we  cannot  but  condemn  it  in  a  generality  of  cases.  Verily  a  good 
man  may  become  bad  by  associating  with  wicked  company;  so  pride  of  an¬ 
cestry  assumes  a  far  different  aspect  when  centered  upon  that  which  is  not 
good  in  itself.  We  see  through  a  glass  darkly  and  may  therefore  be  led  into 
error  in  regard  to  our  ancestors,  following  their  faults  instead  of  their 
virtues;  for  reason  and  pride  are  not  concurrent,  and  the  effect  of  the  latter 
is  to  produce  blindness. 

As  an  impulse  then,  to  noble  and  virtuous  deeds,  pride  of  ancestry  is 
commendable,  giving  energy  and  imparting  a  soul  inspiring  influence  to 
mount  the  rugged  steeps,  and  stand  beside  our  forefathers,  equal  in  every¬ 
thing  great  and  good,  and  like  them  in  the  possession  of  lasting  renown. 
Their  deeds  are  ours;  their  life  moulded  ours,  and  the  same  genuine  prin¬ 
ciples  which  they  advocated,  are  the  objects  of  our  truest  affections. 

If  such  was  always  the  tendency  of  pride  of  ancestry  it  were  well,  but 
truly  has  the  poet  said:  “He  is  a  wretched  thing  to  trust  to  deeds;  Which 
all  men  do,  that  urge  not  their  own  deeds  up  to  their  ancestors;”  for  herein 
do  we  recognize  the  fatal  mistake.  Our  deeds  are  the  ones  in  which  we 
should  put  our  trust;  never  for  a  moment  thinking  that  we  can  safely  re¬ 
cline  upon  their  fame,  while  our  own  innate  powers  remain  dormant.  But 
we  boast  of  ancestry,  saying:  “Let  us  take  our  ease  and  comfort,”  and  thus 
instead  of  bright  and  shining  ornaments  to  society,  we  are  mere  drones  in 
the  great  theatre  of  industry,  destitute  of  every  qualification  that  fits  man 
for  the  station  for  which  God  created  him.

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NEWS  AND  VIEWS  OF  SOLDIERS. 


In  the  letters  from  Corporal  George  A.  Burchinal,  Company  G,  85th 
Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  while  that  unit  was  engaged  in  the 
Virginia  campaigns  of  1861-62,  an  intimate  insight  is  given  of  some  phases 
of  camp  life,  and  the  views  of  the  soldiers  on  some  of  these  incidents,  and 
topics  of  public  interest  related  the  progress  and  conduct  of  the  war  are 
given,  notably  in  the  following: 

Mr.  J.  G.  Burchinal,  Camp  Good  Hope, 

Dear  Sir  &  Brother:  January  5th,  1861. 

Yours  of  the  21st  of  last  month  came  duly  to  hand,  from  which  I  learned  you 
were  all  well  and  enjoying  good  health,  but  have  delayed  answering  until  the 
present,  not  having  anything  of  importance  to  write  you  until  our  holidays  were 
past.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  seat  myself  to  let  you  know  that  we’re  all  well 
and  enjoying  a  soldier’s  life,  all  things  giving  satisfaction  with  the  exception  of 
a  general  drunken  spree  among  the  officers  of  the  59th  N.  Y.  85th,  69th  Regts., 
Pa.  Vols.,  which  took  its  start  in  the  N.  Y.  Regt.,  and  on  Friday  night  the  officers 
of  our  Regt.  had  laid  in  a  supply  of  drinks  amounting  to  about  100  dollars,  and 
at  7  P.  M.  they  had  the  tent  that  was  used  for  meeting  purposes  converted  into 
a  regular  drinking  and  dancing  saloon. 

They  had  a  splendid  Brass  Band  and  any  amount  of  women,  the  latter  were 
claimed  to  be  wives  of  officers,  but  if  they  were,  some  of  the  old  white  headed 
men  had  quite  young  wives.  The  spree  was  not  only  confined  to  the  officers  but 
some  of  the  privates  were  sharp  enough  to  slip  some  of  the  bottles  of  brandy 
under  the  canvas,  which  caused  some  of  the  boys  to  get  into  the  guard  house, 
while  the  officers  could  lay  around  as  drunk  as  loons  and  nothing  was  said. 

Our  Colonel  got  the  blind  staggers,  I  think,  for  it  was  quite  amusing  to  see 
him  gallanting  the  woman  about,  reeling  first  one  way  and  then  the  other.  I 
did  not  stay  to  see  much  it  being  cold  and  snowing,  and  privates  were  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  enter  the  consecrated  tent,  but  I  stayed  long  enough  to  hear  one  tune 
played  by  the  band  and  see  some  of  the  officers  gallanting  the  women  about,  and 
then  I  left. 

Some  quite  amusing  things  took  place.  We  routed  one  fellow  and  run  his  part¬ 
ner  out  of  camp.  In  the  course  of  the  exercises  one  of  our  boys  dressed  up  in 
Capt.’s  uniform  and  girded  on  his  sword  and  walked  up  and  into  the  tent  when 
all  the  officers  both  high  and  low  greeted  him  as  one  of  the  select  company,  after 
which  he  was  invited  to  drink  and  participate  in  the  various  exercises  of  the 
evening  but  he,  being  nothing  but  a  private  and  having  no  stripes  on  his  pants 
and  an  old  pair  of  shoes,  he  declined  for  fear  of  detection,  but  on  his  departure  he 
seized  a  large  bottle  of  brandy. 

Yesterday  all  was  quiet,  the  principal  part  of  the  officers  being  somewhat 
heavy  in  the  upper  story,  with  the  exception  of  Major  Guiler,  Capt.  Abraham, 
Zellers  and  Lieut.  Crawford,  they  being  the  only  officers  that  did  not  get  drunk, 
and  they  are  down  on  all  such  sprees. 

But  from  the  best  information  I  can  gather  there  never  was  an  army  so  de¬ 
graded  in  the  world  as  is  the  present  American  Army  at  this  time.  Drinking, 
carousing  and  all  kinds  of  wickedness  seem  to  prevail  among  our  officers.  There 
has  never  been,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  any  advance  made  on  the  enemy 
unless  our  officers  were  intoxicated,  and  you  need  not  be  surprised  if  this  re¬ 
bellion  is  never  put  down  while  we  have  such  men  at  the  head  as  there  are  at  the 
present  time. 

Take,  for  instance,  this  spree  among  our  officers.  Had  the  enemy  come  upon  us 
we  would  have  had  to  run,  or  else  fought  without  any  command  whatever.  And 
such  is  not  improbable  laying,  as  we  do,  near  the  enemy  which  is  within  one 
night’s  march  of  us  and,  by  starting  in  the  morning,  they  could  be  ready  to 
attack  us  by  daylight. 

You  may  all  talk  about  the  God  of  Battles  being  on  the  side  of  the  right,  and 
He  will  cause  the  right  to  be  victorious.  This  I  believe  to  be  true  but  I  also  be¬ 
lieve  that  God  will  punish  any  nation  that  keeps  such  men  in  command  as 
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at  the  head  of  this  army.  This  nation  must  first  do  its  duty  to  God  before  we 
can  expect  Him  to  prosperous  us  as  a  nation  and  give  us  victory. 

The  people  of  the  North  underrate  the  Southerners.  From  what  I  can  learn 
they  are  our  match,  take  them  man  for  man,  and  are  armed  as  well  as  we  are 
and  can  number  with  us  and  will  fight  just  as  hard  and  courageous  as  we  dare 
do.  The  people  of  the  North  need  not  be  in  a  hurry  about  an  advance  on  the 
enemy,  because  it  is  given  up  by  good  authority  that  if  we  attack  them  at  Ma¬ 
nassas  we  are  whipped,  or  must  gain  the  day  with  a  loss  of  not  less  than  50,000. 
With  the  fortifications  they  have,  one  man  will  whip  ten,  besides  they  have 
several  places  undermined  and  filled  with  powder  ready  to  blow  up  whenever 
army  is  on  them.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  should  they  attack  us  they  will  share 
the  same  fate  with  a  loss  equivalent  to  if  not  greater  than  ours  would  be  if  we 
attack  them. 

There  has  been  a  movement  of  troops  to  a  considerable  extent  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Potomac,  but  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  advance  upon  the 
Rebels  very  soon.  It  is  said,  and  some  have  not  heard  it  contradicted,  that  there 
are  70,000  Rebels  at  Leesburg  and  strongly  fortified,  besides  having  reinforce¬ 
ments  that  can  be  thrown  in  in  a  few  hours. 

General  McClellan  is  very  ill,  not  being  able  to  attend  to  his  duties,  and  it  is 
thought  this  is  reason  of  the  day,  while  others  think  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
waiting  until  after  February  after  which  the  greater  portion  of  the  enlistments 
are  up  in  the  Southern  army  and,  if  the  army  tries  to  hold  them  it  will  cause  a 
mutiny.  I  think  this  is  a  small  thing  to  depend  on  for  the  Rebels  seems  to  be  as 
courageous  as  we  are,  and  they  think  their  chances  of  success  are  good,  more 
especially  since  England  has  taken  the  stand  she  has,  but  unfortunately  for 
them  Slidell  &  Mason  were  given  up,  which  caused  the  feathers  to  fall  on  the 
pretended  Union  men  about  here  that  are  “Secesh”  at  heart,  when  found  out.  But 
now  they  are  beginning  to  raise  again  (now  that)  England  has  required  the  open¬ 
ing  of  those  Southern  ports,  which  I  hope  the  United  States  will  not  do.  If  Eng¬ 
land  wants  to  form  allies  with  the  South,  let  her  goit  (to  it).  If  after  the  U.  S. 
has  complied  (with)  her  request  in  givig  up  those  two  Rebels,  and  acknowl¬ 
edged  she  had  no  right  to  search  a  vessel  on  the  high  seas,  she  wants  to 
form  alliance  with  the  South,  I  for  one  say,  let  her  goit  (go  to  it)  and 
be  d - .  If  she  thinks  it  a  fine  time  to  take  out  her  grudge  she  has  enter¬ 

tained  since  ’76  and  ’12,  let  her  strike  while  one  of  our  hands  is  tied  and  she  will 
find  a  million  of  patriotic  men  that  will  step  forth  and  sware  by  the  eternal  this 
Union  shall  be  preserved  and,  if  need  be,  meet  them  as  did  our  forefathers  at 
New  Orleans. 

The  news  is  that  France  will  go  opposite  to  England  owing  to  the  United  States 
having  given  up  Slidell  &  Mason,  and  says  she  (England)  got  all  she  asked  for 
and  ought  not  to  interfere  in  matters  in  the  United  States,  but  the  general  im¬ 
pression  is  here  that  England  will  come  in  with  the  South. 

We  are  now  done  working  on  the  forts  and  will  have  to  go  at  battalion  drill  of 
which  we  have  had  but  little  owing  to  our  colonel  having  been  on  a  court  martial 
held  here. 

Yesterday  P.  W.  Sturgis  went  down  to  an  old  negro  woman’s  to  get  some 
washing  done  and  he  made  a  trade  with  her  for  some  corn  meal,  trading  soap 
for  the  meal  and  last  night  we  had  quite  a  feast  of  fried  mush. 

The  two  Tom  Sturgisses  are  here  and  have  been  for  the  last  three  days.  Tom 
is  applying  for  wagon  master,  but  I  do  not  know  whether  he  will  get  it.  D.  R. 
Sturgis  and  C.  A.  Griffin  have  got  appointment  as  members  of  the  signal  corps 
from  this  Regt.,  a  very  nice  position,  I  think. 

I  understood  from  what  Tom  said  that  my  letters  were  opened  and  read  pub¬ 
licly  as  well  as  others  and  that  something  had  been  written  back  home  that 
would  kill  any  man  off  if  the  officers  got  to  know  it.  I  never  wrote  anything 
about  my  Capt.  that  I  am  ashamed  of,  but  there  were  some  things  written  that 
I  did  not  want  everyone  to  know  .  .  .  Tell  P.  G.  S.  to  see  that  everyone  does  not 
open  the  letters. 

I  direct  this  letter  to  X  Roads  so  that  it  will  not  be  opened  and  read  in  Smith- 
field.  because  there  are  things  in  it  I  do  not  want  anyone  to  know  except  you 
and  Jerry. 

My  letter  is  quite  lengthy,  but  I  endeavored  to  give  you  some  idea  of  what  I 
have  seen  as  well  as  my  views  of  the  consequences  of  such  things.  I  have  given 
you  but  a  faint  history  of  things  and  the  worst  you  need  not  wish  to  know.  No 
more  at  present  but  remain  yours  as  ever  until  death.

Ten  days  before  his  death  Corporal  Burchinal  wrote  the  following  letter  to 
his  parents: 

Wheaton  Hospital,  York  town, 
May  23rd,  1862. 

Dear  Parents: 

I  seat  myself  to  drop  you  a  few  lines  to  let  you  know  that  I  am  still  enjoying 
good  health  and  that  my  foot  is  doing  very  well,  not  being  very  painful  at  the 
present  time. 

I  have  not  got  much  news  of  an  interesting  character  to  write  you  at  the 
present,  any  more  than  McClellan’s  within  6  or  8  miles  of  Richmond  and  the 
rumor  is  here  that  the  Rebels  are  evacuating  the  place. 

There  are  with  me  in  my  room  others  wounded  which  makes  the  hours  pass 
away  more  pleasantly. 

You  can  tell  P.  G.  S.  that  I  have  not  yet  learned  where  P.  W.  S.  is  nor  how  he 
is  since  I  came  here.  I  am  unable  to  go  about  myself,  therefore  it  is  useless  for 
me  to  ask  questions  from  others. 

I  cannot  tell  anything  about  when  we  will  leave  here.  It  may  be  in  a  day  or 
so  and  maybe  not  for  a  week,  and  if  you  think  it  worthwhile  writing,  you  will 
direct  to  Wheaton  Hospital,  Yorktown,  care  of  Brigade  Surgeon  White.  About 
this  use  your  own  judgment,  as  I  may  not  be  here  against  your  letter  reaches 

this  place.

To  Father  &  Mother. 

Five  days  later,  and  presumably  his  last  letter  to  his  parents  was  written,  in 
which  he  said: 

“My  foot  was  injured  a  good  deal  worse  than  I  expected.  The  bones  in  the 
joint  of  my  big  toe  were  considerably  fractured.  The  doctor  said  today  it  would 
have  to  be  amputated.  I  expect  to  remain  here  until  I  am  able  to  walk  before  I 
will  be  sent  away. 

“I  have  not  heard  from  P.  W.  S.,  therefore  I  cannot  let  you  know  anything 
about  how  he  is  getting  along. 

“The  rumor  is  afloat  here  that  McClellan  had  a  fight,  driving  the  Rebels  into 
the  city.”  (Richmond)

AND  FAMILY  REUNION 

The  Burchinal  families  and  descen¬ 
dants  in  Fayette  and  other  counties  in 
Pennsylvania  and  adjoining  sections  in 
West  Virginia  and  elsewhere  will  hold 
a  basket  picnic  and  the  first  family  re¬ 
union  in  Protzman’s  Grove  at  Gans 
Station  on  Sunday,  August  28. 

The  site  of  the  gathering  is  within 
a  few  hundred  yards  of  the  spot  where 
Thomas  Buchinal,  the  founder  of  the 
family  in  Fayette  county,  established 
his  pioneer  home  on  the  banks  of  Gras¬ 
sy  Run  upon  his  migration  from  East¬ 
ern  Shore,  Maryland,  a  few  years  after 
the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  committee  in  charge,  of  which 
Miss  Alice  Frankenburger,  Morgan¬ 
town,  W.  Va.,  is  secretary,  is  preparing 
an  appropriate  program  which  will  fol¬ 
low  the  basket  dinner  in  the  grove.  One 
feature  of  the  program  will  be  the 
presentation  of  a  history  of  the  Bur¬ 
chinal  family,  prepared  by  John  L. 
Gans,  a  great-grandson  of  the  first  set¬ 
tler  of  the  name  in  Springhill  township.

FIRST  REUNION  OF 

BURCHINALL  FAMILY 

The  first  reunion  of  the  Burchinal 
family  held  in  Protzman’s  Grove  at 
Gans  Station,  Springhill  township,  Sun¬ 
day,  was  attended  by  over  200  lineal 
descendants  of  Thomas  Burchinal,  the 
Springhill  Settler,  and  relatives  in  col¬ 
lateral  lines.  The  site  of  the  gathering 
was  a  few  hundred  yards  from  the  spot 
where  the  founder  of  the  family  in  this 
section  of  the  country  established  his 
pioneer  home  on  the  banks  of  Grassy 
Run  a  few  years  after  the  close  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Here  he  built  and 
operated  what  is  believed  to  have  been 
one  of  the  early  sawmills  in  that  sec¬ 
tion  conducted  farming  operations  and 
followed  the  carpenters  trade  until  he 
was  accidentally  killed  in  logging  on 
the  banks  of  Cheat  River,  May  31,  1805. 

Until  1  o’clock  the  time  was  spent  in 
renewing  the  friendships  of  youth  and 
extending  acquaintanceships  among 
members  of  the  later  generations.  Fol¬ 
lowing  a  typical  country  picnic  dinner, 


of  liberal  portions  and  great  variety  of 
viands,  which  was  served  on  tables 
.  erected  in  the  grove,  a  sketch  of  the 
history  of  the  early  members  of  the 
family  in  America,  was  presented  by 
John  ”  L.  Gans,  a  great-grandson  of 
Thomas  Burchinal,  the  Springhill  Set¬ 
tler.  Rev.  James  E.  Darby,  pastor  of 
the  Mount  Moriah  Baptist  Church  of 
Smithfield,  with  which  the  Burchinal 
family  has  been  identified  since  its  set¬ 
tlement  in  Springhill  township,  then 
spoke  briefly  on  the  value  and  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  modern  family  union,  and 
complimented  those  present  on  the 
splendid  success  of  their  initial  gather¬ 
ing.  Ira  G.  Burchinal,  a  prominent  edu¬ 
cator  of  Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  a  former 
resident  of  Smithfield,  and  great- 
grandson  of  Thomas  Burchinal,  pre¬ 
sided. 

The  arrangements  for  the  reunion 
were  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  lineal

BURCHINAL  REUNION 

The  Burchinal  reunion  which  was 
held  in  Protzman’s  Grove  at  Gans,  Sun¬ 
day,  August  28,  1927,  proved  to  be  a 
very  delightful  affair.  The  day  was  per¬ 
fect,  even  though  cool,  and  steaming 
hot  coffee  served  with  the  picnic  dinner 
made  one  forget  the  chilliness  of  the 
atmosphere.  Although  the  names  of 
only  a  few  more  than  two  hundred  per¬ 
sons  were  recorded  by  the  registrar,  it 
is  estimated  that  more  than  three  hun¬ 
dred  were  in  attendance.  Tables  which 
had  been  especially  built  for  the  occa¬ 
sion  were  laden  with  good  things  to  eat 
and  at  1:30  everyone  sat  down  to  a 
bountiful  repast.  Surprise  packages  of 
ice  cream  topped  off  an  already  sump¬ 
tuous  meal.  When  the  tables  had  been 
cleared  short  addresses  were  given  by 
I.  G.  Burchinal  of  Morgantown  and  the 
Rev.  James  E.  Darby  of  Smithfield.  A 
vote  was  taken  by  which  it  was  decided 
that  this  should  be  known  officially  as 
the  first  annual  reunion  of  the  family. 
The  history  of  the  Burchinal  families 
was  read  by  John  L.  Gans,  managing 
editor  of  the  Connellville  Courier.  Mr. 
Gans  has  spent  much  time  in  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  article  and  the  committee 
felt  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  ef¬ 
forts.  Of  the  members  of  families  pre¬ 
sent  the  eldest  was  Mrs.  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  Morris  Stewart  of  Morgantown, 
W.  Va.,  who  is  85  years  of  age.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
affair  were:  George  B.  Burchinal,  of 
Uniontown,  Miss  Alice  Frankenberger, 
Morgantown,  W.  Va.;  I.  G.  Burchinal, 
Morgantown,  W.  Va.;  Mrs.  J.  A.  Hert- 
zog  Gans,  H.  M.  Burchinal,  Gans,  and 
R.  S.  Burchinal  of  Smithfield. 


It  is  fortunate,  indeed,  that  the  fam¬ 
ily  reunion  is  assuming  growing  popu¬ 
larity  and  that  its  importance  and 


value  are  being  more  generally  recog¬ 
nized.  That  is  makes  a  strong  appeal 
to  the  homing  instinct  in  men  and 
women  is  attested  by  the  fact  that 
these  gatherings  attract  representa¬ 
tive  branches  of  families,  often  resid- 
tives  of  the  various  and  widely  seat¬ 
ing  at  long  distances  from  the  ances¬ 
tral  home  of  the  family,  or  other  point 
where  the  reunions  are  held.  To  spend 
a  day  in  informal  social  intercourse 
with  each  other,  revive  the  friendships 
of  youth  and  to  come  in  contact  with 
new  members  of  the  family,  who  enter 
the  circle  by  marriage  or  birth,  is  a 
heartening  and  genuinely  happy  expe¬ 
rience  to  those  who  participate. 

To  learn  something  about  who  and 
what  manner  of  people  were  their  an¬ 
cestors  is  often  a  source  of  inspiration 
to  the  younger  generations.  Far  re¬ 
moved  as  are  we  of  this  day  from  the 
hardships,  descomforts  and  perils  of 
pioneer  days,  it  is  well  for  us  to  once 
in  awhile  have  thoughts  directed  to  the 
period  when  our  forbears  were  carving 
out  a  new  nation  and  planting  Christi¬ 
anity  and  civilization  in  the  Wilderness 
Country. 

It  savors  not  at  all  of  hero  worship 
to  thus  center  our  attention  at  least 
once  a  year  upon  the  qualities,  courage 
and  recourcefulness  of  those  from 
whom  we  have  received  the  priceless 
heirtages  their  lives  and  self-sacrifices 
have  bequeathed  to  us.  To  review  the 
lives  of  progenitors,  and  envision  as  far 
as  one  is  able  to  do  the  scenes,  sur¬ 
roundings  and  circumstances  in  which 
they  lived  does  not,  as  some  suppose, 
engender  a  false  pride  in  ancestry. 
Rather  does  it  serve  as  an  inspiration 
to  higher  ideals,  more  unselfishness  in 
service  and  better  appreciation  of  the 
rich  blessings  new  enjoyed  by  those 
who  have  come  after  the  brave  and 
hardy  pioneers  of  colonial  days.  No  less 
effectively  do  these  reunions  serve  to 
stimulate  patriotism,  love  of  country 
and  wholesome  pride  in  the  things  that 
have  been  accomplished  for  the  better¬ 
ment  of  mankind  everywhere. 

Every  influence  centering  about  or 
going  out  from  these  gatherings  of  the 
descendants  of  the  pioneers  tends  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  citizenship 
of  those  who  participate,  hence  they 
are  a  form  of  present  development  in 
our  community  life  which  should  be 
given  every  encouragement.  Their  suc¬ 
cess  should  be  more  certianly  assured 
by  constantly  increasing  interest  and 
attendance  by  all  those  who  have  the 
privilege  of  membership  in  the  ever 
widening  circles  of  descendants.

John  Lyons  Line: 

ID  Catherine  Burchinal*  (Lyons)  (Thomasa,  Jeremiah  Lutherz  Jeremiah*), 
child  (1)  of  Thomas  (1C)  and  Sarah  (Horn)  Burchinal,  b.  Jul.  29,  1795;  d.  Jul.  29, 
1859;  m.  Dec.  18,  1818,  John  Lyons,  son  of  William  and  Ann  (Dils)  Lyons;  b.  in 
Springhill  Twp.  Oct.  23,  1792;  d.  there  Jan.  18,  1871. 

William  Lyons,  the  father  of  John,  was  the  great-great-great-grandson 
of  Henry  Lyons,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Family  in  America,  some 
branches  of  which  added  a  terminal  to  the  original  name.  Henry  Lyon, 
with  his  brothers,  who  were  born  in  Scotland  of  Norman  not  Scottish 
descent,  were  soldiers  in  Cromwell’s  army  and  were  on  guard  at  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  Charles  I  on  Jan.  30,  1648.  Late  in  that  year  they  came  to  America, 
landing  in  Connecticut.  A  few  years  later  the  brothers  dispersed,  Richard 
establishing  himself  at  Fairfield,  Ct.;  Thomas  going  to  White  Plains,  N.  Y., 
and  Henry  to  Newark,  N.  J.  There  he  assisted  in  founding  the  new  settle¬ 
ment  and  served  as  tax  collector  and  treasurer  for  several  years.  Subsequently 
he  removed  to  Elizabethtown,  N.  J.,  where  he  acquired  considerable  wealth 
and  became  a  leader  in  political  and  commercial  affairs  and  served  as  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  General  Assembly  and  Governor’s  Council.  He  returned  to  New¬ 
ark,  where  he  died  in  1703. 

Henry  Lyon  and  his  sons  established  the  community  settlement  known 
as  “Lyons  Farms,”  near  Newark,  N.  J.  Here  many  of  his  descendants,  includ¬ 
ing  William,  the  progenitor  of  the  family  in  Springhill  Township,  were 

born. 

William  later  resided  in  Hunterdon  County,  N.  J.,  where  the  family  of 
his  wife,  Anna  Dils,  were  located.  It  is  understood  that  he,  in  company 
with  Henry  Dils,  went  across  the  Delaware  River  to  Northampton  County, 
Pa.,  and  during  the  Revolution  served  with  the  troops  of  that  county. 
These  facts  have  not  yet  been  conclusively  established. 

William  Lyons  came  to  the  Springhill  section  of  Fayette  Co.,  on  a  land 
inspection  tour  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Revolution.  He  returned  to 
New  Jersey  and  on  May  18,  1783  secured  his  marriage  license.  It  is  presumed 
the  wedding  took  place  on  the  same  day,  or  very  soon  thereafter,  for  he  is 
reputed  to  have  eloped,  the  parents  of  his  bride  not  favoring  the  match. 
The  couple  immediately  set  out  for  their  new  home  in  the  Western  Wilder¬ 
ness.  They  were  equipped  with  a  span  of  horses,  a  cow,  a  few  household 
utensils  including  one  knife,  one  fork  and  one  spoon,  some  blacksmith  and 

carpenter  tools  and  12%  cents  in  money. 

Arriving  at  the  site  of  their  future  home  the  husband  built  a  log  house 
on  the  banks  of  Grassy  Run,  not  far  from  the  location  chosen  some  years 
later  by  Luther  Burchinal  when  he  built  his  home.  William  Lyons  pur¬ 
chased  the  rights  to  400  acres  of  land  that  had  been  patented  to  Margaret 
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Duvall,  a  widow  whose  history  and  time  of  settlement  in  Springhill  no 
authentic  facts  have  been  ascertained.  She  lived  in  a  log  cabin  on  what  was 
later  know  as  the  Philip  Lyons  Farm,  very  near  the  present  pit  mouth  of 
the  Lyons  Coal  Company  mine.  She  and  her  sons  maintained  friendly  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  Indians  who  frequently  visited  her  home  and  melted  lead 
into  bullets  in  her  fire  place.  This  gave  rise  to  the  tradition  that  a  lead 
mine  existed  in  the  mountain  nearby,  the  location  of  wdiich  was  known 
only  to  the  Indians. 

At  intervals  during  his  career  William  Lyons  acquired  additional  land, 
which  extended  in  an  almost  unbroken  body  from  Grassy  Run  to  and 
beyond  Morris  Cross  Roads,  there  being  sufficient  to  give  each  of  his  nine 


children  100  or  more  acres  at  his  death. 

The  second  home  built  by  William  Lyons  is  that  now  occupied  by  T.  W. 
Gans,  near  Gans  Station.  Originally  this  was  a  log  structure.  It  was  refitted 
and  weather-boarded  by  his  son  John  wTho  spent  his  life  there  and  in  which 
all  of  his  children,  several  of  his  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren 
have  been  born.  Ann  (Dils)  Lyons,  who  survived  her  husband  20  years, 
lived  in  a  smaller  log  house  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  larger  one.

Farmer  and  Baptist 
minister.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Georges  Twp.,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  privately  tutored  course  in  theology.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in 
Aug.  1854  and  subsequently  ordained  at  Mount  Moriah  Baptist  Church,  Smith- 
field,  and  admitted  to  the  Monongahela  Baptist  Association.  He  filled  appoint¬ 
ments  at  various  churches  in  Fayette  Co.,  Pa.,  and  in  West  Virginia  and 
Maryland. 

He  inherited  160  acres  of  land  from  his  father  to  which  he  added  125  by  pur¬ 
chase.  He  served  as  tax  collector  and  supervisor  in  his  native  township.  He  was 
intensely  active  and  energetic  during  almost  the  whole  of  his  long  life. 

Joshua  Brown,  father  of  Benjamin  F.,  was  born  in  England  in  1764.  When  he 
came  to  Fayette  Co.,  he  settled  on  a  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  village  of  Wood- 
bridgtown.  He  became  wealthy  and  prominent,  an  extensive  owner  of  farm  land, 
hotels  and  slaves.  He  was  interested  in  the  early  establishment  of  banks  in 
Fayette  Co.  He  died  in  1819.  His  second  wife,  mother  of  Benjamin  F.,  was 
Catherine  Ackards,  born  in  Germany.  She  lived  to  be  101  years.

At  a  date  not  recorded  Charles  Brownfield’s  son  Robert  came  to  Fayette 
County  and  made  his  first  home  “under  the  spreading  branches  of  a  white 
oak,”  in  what  is  now  Georges  Township.  On  June  7  (  1797  he  obtained 
a  patent  for  a  tract  of  land  called  “Hartford.”  He  was  one  of  eight  brothers 
who  settled  in  Fayette  Co.  It  was  while  he  wras  a  resident  of  Fayette  that  he 
served  as  a  private  with  the  Westmoraland  County  Militia.  1777-1783,  in 
the  Revolution  and,  in  1793,  held  the  rank  of  ensign  in  the  Fayette  County 
Brigade  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia. 

When  the  present  town  of  Smithfield  wras  laid  out  by  Barnabas  Smith  in 
1799,  Robert  Brownfield,  Sr.,  became  a  large  owrner  of  lots  and  the  village 
was  known  as  Brownfieldtown  for  many  years,  although  Smithfield  has 
always  been  the  name  of  the  post  office.

As  a  resident  of  that 
county  William  John'served  as  a  member  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Burgesses, 
under  the  Crown  of  England.  His  elder  brother,  John  John,  unmarried, 
was  killed  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  William  succeeding  to  his  estate 
under  English  law. 

On  his  maternal  side  Major  John  was  of  direct  Scotch  descent,  his  mother, 
Elizabeth  McVicker,  having  been  a  daughter  of  Duncan  McVicker,  born 
in  Scotland  in  1739.  At  the  age  of  18  he,  in  company  with  three  brothers, 
came  to  America  and  established  themselves  in  Trenton,  N.  J.  During  the 
Revolutionary  War  Duncan  McVicker  served  as  lieutenant  and  later  as 
captain  in  the  2nd  Regiment,  Sussex,  New  Jersey  Line,  and  subsequently  on 
the  staff  of  General  Washington.  After  the  war  he  removed  to  Bedford 
County,  Pa.,  where  he  died  in  1818  and  was  buried  at  Schellsburg,  that 
county. 

Captain  McVicker’s  son  James  married  Parmelia  McNamarra  and  be¬ 
came  the  father  of  Elizabeth  McVicker  who,  as  wife  of  Owen  John  became 
the  mother  of  Maj.

During  the  Mexican 
War  he  aided  in  recruiting  a  regiment,  but  before  the  unit  was  ready  to 
embark  for  the  scene  of  hostilities  the  war  was  over.  When  the  War  Be¬ 


tween  the  States  broke  out  Major  John  was  tendered  a  commission,  but  his 
military  associations  having  been  with  the  troops  of  Virginia  (the  division 
of  the  state  not  then  having  been  made)  he  preferred  not  to  go  into  the 
Federal  Army. 

Major  John  conducted  farming  operations  near  Stewartstown  and  at¬ 
tained  prominence  that  extended  beyond  the  immediate  section  in  which 
all  the  79  years  of  his  life  were  spent.

On  the  maternal  side  Whitney  S.  Hammett  is  in  the  ninth  generation  of 
the  family  of  William  Stone  who  came  from  Surrey,  England  to  America 
with  the  New  Haven  Colony  in  1639.  It  is  said  Mr.  Stone  read  the  service 
of  the  Church  of  England  on  the  voyage.  He  and  his  family  remained  in 
that  communion,  one  member  going  to  England  for  ordination  and  later 
w’ould  have  returned  for  ordination  as  the  first  bishop  of  Connecticut,  but 
his  advanced  age  prevented  his  taking  the  voyage. 

In  all  generations  the  family  has  been  educated  and  cultured.  In  the 
Revolution  the  family  wras  divided,  the  ancestor  of  Whitney  S.  Hammett 
remaining  loyal  to  the  crown  of  England  and  losing  all  his  property  thereby. 

On  the  paternal  side  the  line  goes  back  many  generations.  The  early 
members  of  the  Stewart  family  were  driven  from  Ireland  by  religious  per¬ 
secution.  Going  to  Scotland  they  intermarried  with  the  famous  Douglas  clan. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  the  first  male  white  child  born  in  Connecticut 
was  of  the  Stewart  line.

When  a  young  man  Thomas  Lyons  attended  Madison  Acad¬ 
emy,  Uniontown,  in  1842,  and  Jefferson  College,  Canonsburg,  Washington 
Co.,  Pa.  At  the  latter  William  Parshall,  his  future  brother-in-law,  and  Gen. 
S.  D.  Oliphant,  were  classmates. 

Following  his  marriage,  Dec.  27,  1849,  to  Mary  Grove  Parshall,  daughter 
of  Elias  and  Ffannah  Matilda  (Grove)  Parshall  of  German  Twp.,  Fayette 
Co.,  Thomas  Lyons  established  himself  in  farming,  which  he  followed  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  By  his  industry  and  advanced  methods  he  early  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  his  native  township.  Joining  with  his 
brother-in-law,  Altha  Gans,  he  introduced  blooded  livestock  in  Springhill. 
His  herds  of  Durham  cattle  and  Merino  sheep  attracted  attention  far  and 
wide  and  won  many  prizes  at  the  county  fairs  in  Pennsylvania  and  West 
Virginia.  He  was  also  a  large  dealer  in  beef  cattle,  buying  over  a  large  sec¬ 
tion  of  country,  as  far  south  as  Pocahontas  Co.,  W.  Va.,  fattening  the  stock 
and  driving  it  to  eastern  markets. 

From  young  manhood  he  was  a  member  of  the  Mt.  Moriah  Baptist 
Church,  Smithfield.  He  became  a  member  of  Fayette  Lodge,  No.  228,  Free 
and  Accepted  Mason,  Uniontown,  Sept.  12,  1854.  Four  years  later  he  as¬ 
sisted  in  the  organization  of  Craft  Lodge,  No.  329,  at  Greensboro,  Greene 
Co.,  Pa.,  which  was  instituted  in  1859,  with  Samuel  R.  Dilliner,  worshipful 
master;  Thomas  W.  Lyons,  senior  warden,  and  Benjamin  F.  Long,  junior 
warden.  During  the  year  1866  Thomas  W.  Lyons  served  as  worshipful  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  new  lodge  which  continued  in  existence  until  Mar.  1,  1882. 

He  took  an  active  interest  in  community  affairs  and  served  as  member 
of  the  township  school  board  and  in  other  capacities.  In  politics  he  was 
consistently  Republican  all  his  life.  As  candidate  for  county  treasurer  ht 
polled  a  very  flattering  vote  at  a  time  when  Fayette  County  was  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  Democratic. 

Mary  Grove  Parshall,  the  wife  of  Thomas  W.  Lyons  ,was  the  lineal  de¬ 
scendant  of  a  family  which  had  its  origin  in  Normandy,  which  was  trans¬ 
planted  to  England  during  the  early  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror. 
Members  with  the  surname  Pershall,  as  then  spelled,  participated  in  the 
battle  at  Hastings  in  1066  and  their  successors  were  knighted  through 
many  generations. 

So  far  as  records  have  established  James,  the  son  of  John  Parshall,  was 
the  first  to  come  to  America,  a  deed  showing  him  to  have  been  a  resident 
of  Gardiner’s  Island,  off  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  on  Dec.  12,  1679.  He  died  Sept. 
15,  1701.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Gardiner  whose  father,  David  Gardner, 
was  the  first  white  child  born  in  Connecticut. 

Elias  Parshall  2nd,  a  great-great-grandson  of  James  Parshall,  was  born 
on  Long  Island  about  1776  and  died  at  McClellandtown,  Fayette  Co.,  Pa., 
in  1854.  His  son  Elias  3rd  was  born  in  New  Jersey  in  1797,  and  died  at 
McClellandtown,  July  4,  1882,  married  Hannah  Matilda  Grove  in  1817. 
The  latter  was  born  in  Masontown  Sept.  1,  1800;  died  April  28,  1881. 

Mary  Grove  Parshall  was  one  of  seven  children  born  to  Elias  and  Hannah 
Matilda  (Grove)  Parshall.  She  was  bom  at  the  homestead  near  McClelland¬ 
town  Aug.  30,  1827;  njarried  to  Thomas  W.  Lyons  Dec.  27,  1849,  and  died 
at  Uniontown  July  10,  1906.  She  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
German  Twp.  The  stone  school  house  which  she  attended  is  standing  (1928)* 


on  the  hill  south  of  McClellandtown  where  it  serves  as  a  dwelling.  As  a 
young  girl  Mrs.  Lyons  was  frequently  carried  to  school  on  the  shoulders  of 
her  eldest  brother. 


Early  in  her  girlhood  she  united  with  the  Mt.  Moriah  Baptist  Church, 
Smithfield,  to  which  she  gave  constant  devotion  until  her  death.  She  was  a 
woman  of  strong  convictions  and  firm  determination.

Upon  organization  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Smithfield  he  was  elected 
cashier.  He  ranked  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  farmers  of  Springhill 
Township  and  was  active  in  promoting  local  organizations  among  the 
farmers.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Springhill  Presbyterian  Church,  in  which 
he  filled  the  office  of  deason.

Early  in  life  she  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Mt.  Moriah  Baptist  Church,  Smithfield;  after  marriage  she  affili¬ 
ated  with  the  Oak  Grove  Disciple  Church,  of  which  she  was  one  of  the 
oldest  members  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

She  had  gracious  qauilties  of  mind  and  heart,  sincerity  and  friendliness, 
which  caused  her  to  be  affectionately  knowm  as  “Aunt  Mary”  by  many 
people  in  her  home  community.  Her  home  wTas  famed  for  its  hospitality 
to  stranger  and  friend  alike,  and  especially  among  the  resident  and  visiting 
pastors  of  the  Disciple  Church  who  early  acquired  and  long  maintained 
the  habit  of  making  it  their  headquarters,  coming  to  it  at  all  hours  and  in 
all  seasons  unannounced. 

She  was  married  at  her  parent’s  home,  Jan.  13,  1853,  to  Altha  Gans, 
son  of  William  and  Magdalena  (Custer)  Gans;  born  near  Morris  Cross 
Roads,  Mar.  29,  1823;  d.  at  the  home  of  his  sister,  Mary  Ann  (Gans) 
Griffiin,  Nicholson  Township,  Aug.  13,  1875,  having  been  taken  seriously 
ill  while  on  a  business  trip  in  that  section. 

On  the  paternal  side  Altha  Gans  was  a  lineal  descendant  (great-great- 
grandson)  of  George  Balster  Gans,  the  founder  of  the  family  in  America, 
who  came  to  Germantown,  Pa.,  from  Germany  in  1719.  The  latter  was  one 
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of  the  early  members  of  the  First  German  Baptist  (Brethren)  Church, 
organized  at  Schwarzenau,  Germany,  by  Alexander  Mack  in  1708.  He  came 
to  America  with  the  first  company  of  Brethren  who  emigrated  to  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Brethren  Church  at  German¬ 
town,  in  1723,  the  first  of  the  faith  in  America. 

William  Gans,  the  father  of  Altha,  with  his  cousin  George  Gans,  were 
instrumental  in  establishing  what  later  became  the  Oak  Grove  Disciple 
Church,  organized  in  Springhill  Township,  1825.  George  Gans,  the  father 
of  William,  and  grandfather  of  Altha,  while  residing  in  Cumberland  county. 
Pa.,  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Daniel 
Clapsaddle’s  Company,  First  Battalion,  Cumberland  County  Militia, 
1780-81. 

On  the  maternal  side  Altha  Gans  descended  from  the  Custers,  who  had 
a  prominent  part  in  the  founding  of  the  Mennonite  Church  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania.  George  Custer,  Altha’s  grandfather,  served  during  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  as  ensign  with  the  troops  from  Northampton  County.  George 
Custer’s  mother  was  Sarah  Martha  Ball,  a  second  cousin  of  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  her  father,  Samuel  Ball,  being  a  first  cousin  of  Mary  Ball,  the 
mother  of  Washington. 

Altha  Gans  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Springhill  Township 
and  at  Bethany  College.  He  attended  the  latter  in  1847-48,  during  the  years 
of  Alexander  Campbell’s  greatest  activity  as  exponent  of  the  Disciple  faith. 
Altha  Gans  early  became  identified  with  the  Oak  Grove  congregation  and 
was  a  regular  attendant  there  until  his  death. 

He  engaged  in  farming  and  stock-raising  on  an  extensive  scale.  In  associ¬ 
ation  with  his  brother-in-law,  Thomas  W.  Lyons,  he  introduced  improved 
strains  of  cattle  and  sheep  in  Springhill  Township,  and  incidentally  pur¬ 
chased  beef  cattle  in  West  Virginia  and  adjacent  territory,  fattened  them 
and  sold  in  eastern  and  Pittsburg  markets. 

He  served  as  school  director  and  in  other  capacities  in  the  community 
life  of  his  native  township.  Fie  was  a  staunch  Republican  though  he  never 
took  ann  active  part  in  political  campaigns.  He  became  a  member  of  Craft 
Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Greensboro,  Greene  County,  Pa.,  to 
attend  which  required  a  seven-mile  journey  on  horseback  and  the  crossing 
of  the  Monogahela  River.  He  and  his  brother  Lebbeus  kept  their  member¬ 
ship  in  this  fraternity  from  their  father,  he,  in  common  with  others  reared 
in  the  Brethren  faith,  being  opposed  to  secret  organizations.

Later  he  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  and 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  After  serving 
five  years  as  pastor  of  the  church  at  New  London,  Pa.,  he  was  called  to  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  Parsons  College,  Fairfield,  Iowa,  at  which  time  he  bore  the  distinction 
of  being  the  youngest  college  president  in  the  country.  In  1900  he  was  called  to 
the  chair  of  didactic  and  Polemic  theology  and  apologetics  in  Omaha  Theological 
Seminary.  In  1910  he  was  made  dean  of  that  institution. 

The  most  monumental  achievement  of  Dr.  Jenkins  was  the  founding  of  the 
University  of  Omaha  in  1908,  and  fostering  it  as  president.  The  heroic  effort 
combined  with  his  theological  responsibilities  cost  his  very  life.  For  14  yers  he 
wrought  and  fought  against  often  heartbreaking  difficulties  without  salary,  play¬ 
ing  the  role  of  not  only  chief  executive,  financial  administrator,  and  often  money 
raiser,  but  of  teacher  of  psychology,  logic  and  philosophy. 

Not  only  as  a  writer,  teacher,  expounder  of  the  faith,  lecturer,  and  a  preacher 
in  constant  demand,  but  as  a  holder  of  ecclesiastical  offices  and  appointments 
was  this  true.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Nebraska  in  1909  and  chairman 
of  the  executive  and  home  mission  committee.  In  1913  he  was  a  commissioner 
to  the  Atlanta  Assembly  and  made  chairman  of  the  committee  on  church  policy. 

He  served  as  expounder  of  theology  at  the  Presbyterian  summer  schools  of 
theology  at  Dubuque,  la.,  and  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Just  prior  to  his  last  illness 
he  was  making  plans  to  accept  an  invitation  from  the  University  of  Heidelberg, 
Germany,  to  deliver  a  series  of  lectures. 

Dr.  Jenkinc  was  a  member  of  the  National  Economic  League,  of  the  National 
Association  of  Charities  and  Correction;  served  as  president  of  the  Nebraska 
State  Conference  on  Charities  and  Correction  and  also  as  a  member  of  a  special 
comission  to  investigate  vice  conditions.  He  was  appointed  by  successive  gover¬ 
nors  to  represent  the  State  of  Nebraska  in  national  congresses  on  prison  reform, 
conservation  of  natural  resources,  and  charities  and  correction.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science  and  a  member 
of  the  Omaha  School  Board.  He  served  as  arbitrator  in  a  serious  dead-lock  labor 
strike. 

He  died  at  Omaha,  Neb.,  Nov.  24,  1927.  The  city  of  Omaha  and  the  Omaha 
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Theological  Seminary  held  a  civic  memorial  mass  meeting,  Dec.  4,  1927,  in  tribute 
to  his  life  and  work.  Protestant  and  Catholic  clergymen,  judges,  educators,  uni¬ 
versity  students,  representatives  of  labor  unions  and  other  citizens  joined  in  this 
testimonial.

“He  was  a  man  of  superior  intellect  and  had  a  most  marvelous  memory,’’  writes 
Howard  F.  Dyson,  editor  of  The  Rushville  Times,  who  was  an  intimate  friend  and 
long  associated  with  Jeremiah  Stumm  while  serving  as  county  surveyor.  “One 
of  our  local  lawyers  in  those  days  was  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court, 
and  often- times  Jerry  assisted  him  in  reference  to  his  work  in  land  title  cases, 
and  he  told  me  that  all  that  would  have  been  necessary  for  Jerry  to  have  been 
admitted  to  the  bar  would  have  been  his  appearance  before  the  Supreme  Court, 
as  in  those  days  the  justices  passed  upon  the  qualifications  of  applicants. 

“The  thing  that  took  the  ambition  out  of  him  was  the  loss  he  sustained  when 
he  built  our  first  stone  jail,  in  1858,  which  is  still  in  use  as  a  city  calaboose  and 
will  no  doubt  serve  this  purpose  or  many  years  to  come.  After  he  had  secured 
the  contract  the  season  turned  out  to  be  an  unusually  wet  one  and  it  cost  him 
about  three  times  what  he  had  counted  on  to  get  the  stone  on  the  building  site. 
The  building  was  completed  according  to  contract,  but  he  lost  about  $900  on  he 
job  besides  his  own  labor.” 

“Even  though  his  life  did  not  measure  up  to  the  full  in  its  accomplishments, 
it  was  by  no  means  a  barren  one,  and  through  his  residence  in  this  county  he 
made  an  "impression  on  the  community  by  his  work  that  will  always  be  associated 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  with  him  as  county  surveyor  and  permanently  attested 
by  the  official  court  records.”

He  was  a  boy  when  his  family  removed  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio.  He  spent 
his  early  manhood  in  the  latter  State.  He  enlisted,  Jan.  15,  1862,  at  the  age  of 
23,  in  Company  H,  <4th  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  Was  appointed  corporal  Feb.

Was  a  grandson  of  James  Witter  Nicholson,  who  came  to  New  Geneva,  Pa.,  as 
manager  of  the  glassworks  built  at  that  place  by  Albert  Gallatin.  Also  great- 
grandson  of  Commodore  James  Nicholson,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Continental 
Navy  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  Commodore  Nicholson,  in  company  with 
General  George  Washington  and  other  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  organized 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the  Geehin  Verplank  home  at  Fishkill-on-the- 
Hudson  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  This  home  had  been  used  by 
Baron  Steuben,  drill  master  of  Washington’s  army,  as  a  headquarters. 

NICHOLSON,  JAMES,  naval  officer,  was  bom  in  Chestertown,  Md.,  (in 
Kent  County)  in  1737.  His  father  emigrated  from  Berwick-on-Tweed,  Scot¬ 
land;  held  a  grant  of  land  in  Virginia,  and  was  an  officer  under  the  crown. 
James  shipped  as  a  sailor  when  a  boy,  and  was  rapidly  promoted,  serv¬ 
ing  as  an  officer  on  the  fleet  that  captured  Havana  in  1762.  He  resided 
in  New  York  City,  1763-71,  and  was  married  to  Frances  Witter.  In 
1775  he  enlisted  in  the  Maryland  Navy,  on  board  the  Defiance,  and 
after  recapturing  a  number  of  American  trading  crafts  taken  by  the 
British,  was  appointed  commander  of  the  sloop  Virginia,  28  guns,  in 
June  1776.  Upon  dismissal  of  Commodore  Esek  Hopkins  (q.v.)  Captain 
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Nicholson,  as  senior  captain,  succeeded  him  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Continental  Navy  and  held  the  position  until  its  dissolution. 

The  Virginia  was  prevented  from  escaping  from  Baltimore  by  the  blockade 
Washngtons’  army  at  Trenton  and  took  part  in  the  battle  at  that  place, 
maintained  by  the  British,  and  Captain  Nicholson,  with  his  crew,  joined 
He  returned  to  his  ship  and,  in  attempting  to  run  the  blockade,  she  was 
grounded  on  a  bar  and  was  captured,  Captain  Nicholson  and  most  of  his 
crew  escaping  to  land.  He  was  submitted  to  a  court  of  inquiry  by  Congress 
and  acquitted  of  blame.  He  next  commanded  the  frigate  Trumbull,  38  guns, 
and  on  June  2nd,  1780,  captured  the  British  frigate  Watt,  and  in  August, 
1781,  he  fell  in  with  the  Iris  and  General  Monk  off  the  capes  of  Delaware. 
Of  the  120  men  on  board  the  Trumbull,  many  were  English  sailors  who  had 
shipped  in  order  to  capture  the  vessel  and  they,  on  the  first  discharge  of 
a  broadside,  fled  into  the  hold  of  the  vessel,  followed  by  the  landsmen,  who 
comprised  part  of  the  crew.  This  left  but  50  men  to  fight  the  two  British 
frigates  and,  after  a  desperate  conflict,  during  which  18  of  the  Americans 
were  killed,  Captain  Nicholson  was  obliged  to  strike  his  colors.  He  was  held 
as  a  prisoner  until  near  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  returned  to  New  York  City,  where  he  made  his  home,  and  was  U.  S. 
Commissioner  of  Loans,  1801-04.  His  brothers,  Samuel  (q.v.)  and  John  were 
both  officers  in  the  Continental  Navy,  and  his  daughter,  Hannah,  married 
Albert  Gallatin  in  1793.  He  died  in  New  York  City,  Sept.  2,  1804.  — (Lamb’s 
Biographical  Dictionary  of  the  United  States  Navy,  Vol.  V,  page  (9).
